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DARLISLE FAR AHEAD IN THE 
RACE FOR SPEAKER. 

AT} ELECTION THOUGHT TO BE ASSURED— 
RANDALL’S FRIENDS LOSING HEART— 
COX AND SPRINGER EXPECTED TO WITH- 
DRAW. ° 

Wasnineton, Nov. 28.—If appearances 
and the best indications obtainable to-night 
are to be depended upon Mr. Carlisle cannot 
only be confident of his election to the Speak- 
ership, but he can depend upon reaching the 


_ position by a very handsome majority of the 


Democratic members of the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress. The brag and bluster and something of 
themenace and misrepresentation employed by 
the Kandall forces are still noticed as being used 
to drive members from Mr. Carlisle, but they 
do not appear to be having the desired effect. 
Old members of Congress are declaring to-day 
that the present contest for the Speakership is 
the least exciting in their experience. Barring 
the feeble attempt a few days ago to get upa 
sectional feeling against Mr. Carlisle, 
and the revival of a mule _ story 
that was originally told of a prominent 
Kentucky Republican, but is now revived with 
the purpose of prejudicing Mr. Carlisle, the 
contest has been free from meanness, Yester- 
day afternoon there was promise in the in- 
creasing throng of more intense excitement, 
but to-day, although the number of members 
was still further increased, the head-guarters 
were all extremely dull, and the candidates 
appeared to be sharing the common dullness, 
in spite of the fine weather and the fact that 
the time in which the fight is to be made is rap- 
idly ebbing away. 

Among the arrivals at the National Hotel 
early in the day was Mr. Blackburn. He 
goon went over to the Metropolitan to pay his 
respects to Mr. Carlisle, and later in the day 
called upon Mr. Randall and Mr. Springer. 
After he bad surveyed the field he was asked 
what impression he had gained: ‘* I’ll tell you,” 
said he, in his most ingenuous and earnest 
manner, ‘“‘andI could have told you before 
coming here, the contest is over. The Speaker 
is electea now. Mr. Carlisle is just as certainly 
the Speaker of the Forty-eighth Congress as 
that I am standing here telling you the 
truth.” Mr. Blackburn laughed at the efforts 
to injure Mr. Carlisle by trumped-up stories, 
and said he believed they would help rather 
than hurt him. “As for the mule story,” 
suggested another friend of Mr. Carlisle, 
“they ought to have made that more attrac- 
tive by adding that Mr. Carlisle had brought 
the drove of mules he stole to Washington and 
will give one to each member who will pledge 
to vote for him, with 40 acres of land thrown 
in as a further inducement.” 

Mr. Frank Hurd, who has mado a personal 
canvass of the North-west and West, arrived 
from Ohio last night, and he says that he is 
confident Mr. Randall will not get five votes 
from all the States west of Ohio. It is per- 
fectly apparent here that the Democrats who 
desire to see Mr. Randall elected are very 


much disappointed with the failure of their 
efforts to persuade or drive the majorit 
from Carlisle to Randall. Mr. Randall 
seemed nervous and anxious to-day, and the 
constant presence and outspoken confidence 
of his Pennsylvania colleagues and a host of 
Democratic politicians from his State did not 
impart cheerfulness to his features or inspire 
ness among men who have wavered to- 
ward him, but who were becoming contident 
that bis canvass was built Targely. upon brag. 
The death of Mrs. Roberts, of Williamsport, 
an aged aunt, also troubled Mr. Randall, and, 
in spite of the counsel of his friends, he de- 
termined to go to Philadelphia on Friday 
to attend her funeral. While a canvass 
of the Democrats, made by a Randall man to- 
day, and submitted by its maker to represent 
the clearest judgment of the members now in 
the city, set forth that Mr. Randall is sure of 
99 votes. It was iearned that Mr. Randall 
himself was unable, late in the afternoon, to 
find more than 65 votes upon which he can de- 
pend. This report has caused some astonish- 
ment, but among well informed men who are 
partial to Mr. Randall, yet who have doubted 
his ability to win, it is admitted that he has at 
no time been able to show greater strength 
than 70 votes, including several members who 
were by him set down as doubtful. 
The Carlisle men, and those who favor tariff 
reform, in fact all the Democrats, including 
some of those who have read Mr. Cox’s speech 
in favor of the abolition of the internal 
revenue system, have not neglected to discuss 
the position that Mr. Randall and Mr, Cox 
bave taken in opposition to the internal reve- 
nue question. The danger of abolishing the 
system appears to them to be that the surplus 
would be so cut down that a revision of 
the tariff on imports would ba necessary, 
with the inevitable result of an increase 
in Customs duties sufficient to assure 
the collection of a sum sufficient to cover the 
loss occasioned by abolishing the internal rev- 
enuetax. Mr. Perry Belmont has expressed 
his opinion on the subject to-day, and has pre- 
sented some figures from which it must 
be inferred that he cannot support either 
Randall or Cox. He said: “The abolition 
of the internal revenue tax, favored by 
Mr. Randall and opposed by Mr. Carlisle, 
would at once render necessary an immediate 
general revision of the tariff. as the large 
deficiency which would result therefrom 
would necessitate increased Customs duties. 
This will be apparent to any one who will 
examine the last published annual report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and also the 
report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1883. In the Secretary’s report, made 
before the passage of the law reducing 
internal revenue taxes, the estimated receipts 
for the fiscal year of 1854 are fixed at $415,- 
000,000, which includes taxes, The internal 
revenue report, how.ver, prepared since the 
reduction made by Congress, shows that the 
receipts from internal revenue will not 
exceed $120,000,000, thus reducing the 
total estimated receipts from $415,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000. Mr. Randall’s_ propo- 
sition is to cut off the $120,000,000 
of internal revenue taxes. This would further 
reduce the tota: receipts, as estimated for 
1884, to $270,000,000. In his report Secretary 
Folger estimates that the total expenditures 
for the period mentioned, ircluding in round 
numbers $45,000,000 for the sinking fund, will 
aggregate $340,280,162, showing an excess 
of expenditures over receipts (provided 
the internal revenue taxes were repealed) 
of more than $70,000,000. Even if Con- 
gress should refuse to comply with 
the requirements of the sinking fund !aw and 
stop ail payments upon the principal of the 
public debt, it will be seen, there would be a 
deficiency of more than $25,000,000. The Gov- 
ernment would not, therefore, with a repeal 
of the internal revenues taxes, defray the ordi- 
nary expenses of administration, and it would 
become at once absolutely necessary to revise 
the tariff.” 

It is reported to-night, on excellent authority, 
that by to-morrow night Mr. Springer will 
be formally out of the race. The Illinois dele- 
gation will meet in the fornoon, it is said, in 
consultation with Mr. Springer and his two 
firm supporters, Riggs and Neece, and will 
have a quiet friendly talk over the situation, 
The understanding is that Mr. Springer will be 
advised that, as his candidacy is utterly without 
hope, he had better gracefully withdraw. Mr. 
Springer will coincide with this view and re- 
tire, and the matter will thus be settled with- 
out any harsh feeling. It is confidently ex- 
pected by the Kentuckians that, when Mr. 
Springer withdraws, he and his supporters 
wili wheel into line for Carlisle, and in the 
figures given out by Mr. Carlisle's friends 
eight votes are credited tohim. Congressman 
Finerty is expected to vote for Cox, if the lat- 
ter goes before the caucus. 

Mr, Cox was made happy late to-night by 
the arrival of six or seven of the members 
from New-York State, who promised to take 
off their coats and go to work for him in the 
goorning. The New-York candidate was also 


delichted with a call from Alexander Graves, 
of Missouri, who assured him that he, (Graves,) 
his colleague, James M. Burnes, and at least 
one other member from Missouri intended to 
throw their ballots for Cox. Now they will 
vote after the first ballot was not disclosed. 
The rest of the New-Yorkers are expected 
within 24 hours. 

Careful inquiries have been made to-day to 
obtain the canvasses of the two leading candi- 
dates. Mr. Randall’s friends have put out 
theirs, and it is admitted to be extravagant. 
The canvass made for Mr, Carlisle is regarded 
by his intimate friends as within, rather than 
outside, of his strength. No account is made 
of the Cox and Springer vote, as both of those 
candidates are expected to withdraw:

Gen. Slocum and Messrs. Bagley and Green- 
leaf took charge of the remnant or Mr. Cox’s 
canvass to-day, and spent most of their time 
running around in search of Congressmen 
willing to listen to arguments for the man of 
puns. ‘The candidate himself wore his sunni- 
est smile and allowed it to expand to 
a laugh when his attention was di- 
rected to the Albany interview with Spriggs, 
of Utica, in which Mr. Spriggs declares him- 
self a Randall man. In spite of what the 
newspapers said, he insisted that Mr. Spriggs 
was all right and was going to vote for him. 
Gen. Slocum had seen Spriggs and had had 
a long talk with bim, and Horatio 
Seymour, too, knew how he was going 
to vote. Mr. Cox slyly intimated that 
newspaper interviews were sometimes not 
absolutely enuine, and then remarked 
that all the New-York members were for him 
except, perhaps, ‘*‘ Nick” Muller. Somebody 
suggested to Mr. Cox that it was time he had 
some of the New-Yorkers here to assist 
him by button-holing wavering or doubt- 
ful members as soon as they reached town. 
‘“*Well,” said the candidate, ‘it is my 
misfortune that I am too good-natured, too 
kind-hearted, to drag my friends away from 
their business and their Thanksgiving dinners. 
There’s my good friend Hewitt, for example, 
who writes me that he has been away from 
his business several months, and asks if I 
can’t let bim off until Thursday night or Fri- 
day morning. Now, what could I do but 
tell him to stay at home until Fri- 
day morning. It was. evident to-day 
however, that some of Mr. Cox's friends 
would feel much better if they had more 
members here to help them keep up the alleged 
boom. Intbeabsence of anything better to talk 
about, some of the Cox men discussed the Massa- 
chusetts delegation and poked fun at the claim 
of the Randallites that two of the delegation 
would vote for the Pennsylvanian. ‘ Why,” 
said Mr. Cox, *‘ Mr. Morse will vote for Mr. 
Carlisle, and Mr. Collins and Mr. Lovering 
will vote for me. Mr. Randal! will cetnosup- 
port from Massachusetts.” S, M. Stockslager, 
of Indiana, spoke cheeringly to Mr. Cox to- 
day, and the amiable Holman told him to keep 
his courage up. 

The amusing report was to-day circulated 
about the hotels that ex-Speaker Keifer had 
called upon Mr. Randall to request him to 
allow the Republicans to use the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives oo Saturday in order that they 
may go through with the pleasant formal- 
ity of renominating all the officers of 
tne Forty-seventh Congress, including Kei- 
fer, of course. Mr. Randall is reported as 
expressing a willingness to do anything to 
please his Republican friends in this matter. 
Mr. Keifer has written a reply to Mr. William 
Walter Phelps’s request that he shall decline 
to be a candidate tor Speaker, but he posi- 
tively refuses to give it to the press 
before Saturday. Mr. Keifer’s letter has 
been seen, and is described as not long, very 
sharp, and particularly ugly in its allusions to 
the press, The ex-Speaker defends himself, it 
is said, in a. very elaboratemanner. His delay 
in — this reply public is not likely to 
have an effect upon the Republicans favorable 
to the complimentary nomination which Mr. 
Keifer insists upon having, probably as a vin- 
dication of his remarkable course in the last 
Congress. 

The Ohio delegation held a caucus this 
afternoon to decide which of the two candi- 
dates from their State to support for Sergeant- 
at-Arms. They had not talked many minutes 
before it was found that Mr. Leedom had 10 
friends who proposed to stick to him. Three 
of the delegation were absent, but the ab- 
sentees were represented by proxies. 
Before a vote could be taken, the friends of John 
G. Trompson proposed that an adjournment 
be taken until to-morrow or next day, in 
order that Gen. Warner might be present. 
The Leedom men offered to concede the vote 
of Gen. Warner to Thompson if the latter's 
supporters would havea vote taken to-day, 
but the Thompsorites pleaded that such a 
course would be unfair to Warner, andso an 
adjournment was finally taken. Mr. Leedom’s 
fnends boast to-night that Mr. Thompson 
will be taken out of the race before the Ohio 
men meet again. 

Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 28,—Congressman 
Cook said to Tur TimeEs’s correspondent 
before leaving for Washington: *'I do not 
believe that the Democratic Party will com- 
mit the error of nominating a high tariff 
candidate ‘for Speaker. I[ know that 
the pressure of the manufacturing and 
railroad interests will be exerted to accom- 

lish that result, but, with all their strength, 

believe they will be defeated. The Demo- 
cratic Party, above all other things, should 
seek to start straight in the coming campaign. 
It cannot do that by the election of Randall 
for Speaker.” 

LYNCHBURG, Va., Nov. 28.—The News, 
which has heretofore declined to express a 
preference for Speaker, this morning strongly 
indorses Senator Gordon’s letter in favor of 
the election of Mr. Randall. 

THE READJUSTERS IN THE SENATE. 
THEIR ALLIANCE WITH THE REPUBLICANS— 
MR. GORHAM’S HOPES, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. con- 
sultations have been held during the last two 
days between the Virginia Senaters and the 
friends of Mr. George C. Gorbam and the 
other Republicans who were caucus candi- 
dates two years ago for positions in the Sen- 
ate. While Mr. Gorham’s friends are con- 
fident that he will be chosen Secretary, a 
well-informed gentleman says to-night that 
he regards it as an entirely unjustifiable 


hope; that Mr. Gorham will not get the united 
Lepublican support, and that his election will 
not be made a condition of the recognition of 
Maboue and Riddleberger in the make-up of 
committees. The Republican, speaking, per- 
haps, with some knowledge of Mahone’s posi- 
tion, will to-morrow say: 


** The attitude of Gen. Mahone in the Senate to- 
ward toe Republican Party during the past two 
years has been that of a friendly ally. This will 
remain unchanged, and his colleague, Senator 
Riddieberger, will occupy a similar position. These 
gentiemen have thousands of white politi- 
cal associates in Virginia, with whom they 
have just emerged from a_ confiict _ be- 
tween modern so-called Democracy and its 
foes. Wherever they can most effectively 
antagonize the Bourbons, who have just achieved 
a victory through violence and blooashed, they 
will do it. They recognize their obligation to their 
party, which has made them the representatives 
of Virginia in the Senate, and while they feel 
certain that the coalition which did so 
much for this State will be willingly 
and earnestly extended by the Readjuster 
to national affairs. it would obviously be prema- 
ture in them to precede the action of their party

in the matter, or to assume that such a coalition is ' 


desired by the Republican Party in the absence of 
any authorized expression of such a Ccesire. The 
callforthe National Convention. if made broad 
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enough to include the Virginia Liberals, and 
if so made with the general approval of 
the representative men of the _ party, would 
make it the duty of the Readjusters of 
Virginia to take counsel with one another on the 
subject. The call of the National Republican Com- 
mittee will bea manifest approval of the course 
of the Virginia Republicans in coalescing with the 
Readjusters if it shail in the language 
unanimousiy agreed on at the last meot- 
ing of the committee. That it will be 
there is no reason to doubt. This  prelimi- 
nary taken, and the State coalition in Vir- 
ginia made national bythe action of the Read- 
juster and Republican Parties of that State, there 
would then be in each branch of Congress, as 
in the State of Virginia, but one  p.rty 
in opposition to the Bourbon Democracy.

DIPHTHERIA IN A BLIND ASYLUM. 


THE RESULT OF DEFECTIVE DRAINAGE IN 
THE BATAVIA INSTITUTION. 

Batavia, N. Y., Nov. 28—On Oct. 13 
Howard Parsons, a pupil at the’Institution for the 
Blind, was attacked with diphtheria in a malignant 
form, and on Oct. 20 he died. Three other pupils 
contracted the disease from Parsons, and two of 
these died. There were fears that the disease 
would tecome epidemic, and on Oct. 21 the Trus- 
tees held a meeting and dismissed the school, 
sending home allthe pupils except three or four 
who lived at great distances or who were home- 
less. One of these pupils, whose parents live in 
St. Lawrence County, died on Monday last from 
diphtheria,with whieh he was attacked three days 
before. 

After the pupils had been sent home the Trustees 
of the institution inspected the premises, and sub- 
sequently sent Mr. Emil Kinehling for a sanitary 
engineer from the State Board of Health, who 
came and made several examinations. Upon his 


last visit Tue Tixres’s correspondent accompanied 
him to the institution, and the causes of the 
disease were pointed out and explained. The 
system of draipvage at the institution has 
been very imperfect. The sewage is and 
has been sinee the building was erected 
deposited in a swamp back of the institution. 
Three large pipes leave the building at different 
points, but all converge and empty into a large 
concrete drain several rods back. Six-incn tiles 
are laid in the corridors in the basement and lead 
into,the main sewer-pipes. Pipes leading from the 
bath-rooms, lavatories, &0., above empty into the 
tile-draip. It was discovered that the drain in the 
basement was in a wretched condition and that it 
had at some time been ap or od repaired. Sev- 
eral lengths of the tile had been broken and 
had been repaired by pieces of tin, which had 
been carelessly laid over the breaks. Earth 
had been piled in around them and had gradually 
found its way into thetile. Some of it had been 
washed away, while some of it clung to the tile 
and accumulated until there was suffielent to cleg 
the flow of sewage. The result was that waste 
matter lined length after length of the tiles and 
the sewage escaped on account of the clogging and 
impregnated the surrounding soll. The waste mat- 
ter decomposed and noxious stenches and poison- 
ous gases cortaining the germs of disease arose 
and could find no other outlet than the bath- 
rooms, javatories, &c., which were daily used by 
the inmates of the institution. 

Had not the difficulty been found in defective 
sanitary arrangements in the building, it would 
have been met with in the large drain outside 
leading tothe swamp. The drain was of concrete, 
which had fallen to pieces, and the earth had 
caved in, blocking the passage of water and sew- 
age and backing them up so that the souroe of the 
poisonous gases was doubly accounted for. Now, 
however, under the direetion of the representa- 
tive of the State Board of Health, an entire new 
system of sewerage is being put into the building 
to replace the old. Ali the old es ana appll- 
ances that were atall likely to contaminated 
have been removed, and to take their place new 
and improved water arrangements, with pipes 
properly trapped, have been introduced. 

Ovtside the sewer pipes have also received care- 
fal inspection and attention and the old decayed 
concrete drains have been taken up and vitrified 
tile laid down. For the present the sewage is 
emptied into tne swamp as heretofore, but it is 
considered impracticable to continue the deposit 
there longer than during the cold weather, and be- 
fore Spring opens some means will be decided 
upon for better drainace facilities. It is thoucht 
that when the work now in progress is completed 
there will be no possibility of the recurrence ot the 
diphtheria malady. The institution is sti'l closed 
and wiil not be opened next week as was an- 


nounced. 
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PRESIDENT WELCH DISMISSED. 

Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 28.—At a meeting 
of the Trustees of tne Agricultural College at 
Ames yesterday President Welch was removed by 
a vote of 3to2, Those voting for removal were 
Mr. Wright, of Sioux City; Mr. Stryker, of Creston, 


and Mr. Gratton, of Waukon. Ex-Gov. Kirkwood 
and Mr. Willard, of Fort Madison, voted against 
such action. Prof. Knapp was chosen to fill the 
vacancy, while still continuing in the Chair 
of Practical and ae ag Agriculture, 
) 
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The resignation of Prof. Macomber, 
bolding the Chair of Physics, was accepted, and 
his assistant, Prof. Haines, was appointed tempo- 
rarily in his place. S. A. Knapp, the new Presi- 
dent, is about 60 years old. He has long beena 
resident of Iowa, isan ordained minister of the 
Methodist Church, and some years ago was Princi- 
pal of the blind asylum at Vinton. Hisadministra- 
tion will probabiy be strong and fairly successful, 
but not brilliant, and hardly so popular with stu- 
dents as President Welch’s. The latter is dis- 
missed after 15 years’ service, several of which 
have been decidedly stormy.

THE WILMER HEIRS GET DAMAGES. 

Lockport, N. Y., Nov. 28.—The commission 
appointed by the Supreme Court to appraise the 
damages of the Wilmer heirs for land taken by the 
Central Bridge Company for the piers and ap- 
proaches of the cantilever bridge across the 
Niagara made an award to-day in favor of the 
heirs for $3,500. A part of the claims of the 


heirs was for the value of the stone and 
iron structures that the company has erected on 
the land taken in the process of constructing the 
bridge, this claim being seriously pressed upon 
the theory that the company were trerpassers in 
taking possession for any purpose except that of a 
survey before the damages were actually appraised 
and paid or deposited. A majority of the commis- 
sion rejected this part of the elaim, though it is 
understood that one of them favored it. The 
bridge company settled without any commission 
with the old Maid of the Mist Ferry Company for 
the small strip of land at the edge of the water 
taken forthe stone abutments that support the 
steel tower, paying $1,000 therefor. 
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TWO MEN KILLED, 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., Nov. 28.—John Lum- 
son and Robert Richardson, two men employed as 
shaft sinkers at the Schooley colliery, near Pitts- 
ton, met with an accident to-day which cost them 
their lives. They had given the signal to be 
hauled to the surface, and when within 20 feet of 


the the bucket in whieh they were jolted 
against the protrudjng rock of the sides of 
the shaft and they were thrown out, koth going to 
the bottom, a distance of 70 teet. When picked 
up they were insensible and horribly bruised. 
Riehardson died on his wav home, and Lumson 
died in great agony thisevening. The excitement 
for a time on the news becoming known was very 
great, this being the first fatal accident that has 
happened at this colliery for a long time.

SENTENCED FOR LIBFI. 

PIrTsBURG, Penn., Nov. 28.—Commodore 
W. J. Kountz, who was convicted of libel, was to- 
day sentenced to 30 days in the County Jail and to 
pav a fine of $100 and the costs of prosecution. He 
was locked upin acommon cell, One of his at- 
torneys left this evening for Philadelphia to bring 
the case before the Supreme Court, in the hope of 
obtaining a commutation of the sentence. The 
Commodore has for many years been a prominent 
figure in business circles as steam-boat owner, rail- 
road specuiator, and editor. He was a candidate 
for Congress In the Allegheny district a few years 
ago.

Avpurn, N. Y., Nov. 28.--The decomposed 
remains of Daniel Welch have been found in his

PHOEBE PAULLIN’S BURIAL 


THE MINISTER URGES HIS HEAR- 
ERS 70 SEEK HER MURDERER. 
REWARDS OFFERED FOR THE DISCOVERY 
OF THE PERPETRATOR OF THE CRIME 

—NO GOOD CLUE YET FOUND. 

A grave was dug in the little cemetery in 
the valley between the mountains back of Orange, 
N. J., yesterday, and the body of Phebe Jane 
Paullin was lowered into it. The graveyard is not 
much overa quarter of a mile from the home of the 
Paullins. It is on flat ground and fronts on the Eagle 
Rock road. Cedar trees growin arowall around 
it. Funerals are not frequent occurrences in the 
valley.and the wagontrack in the cemetery is 
overgrown with grass. Neither are the graves 
thick, and, although the burying ground is small, 
it will be large enough for the needs of the people 
living near there for many yearsto come. The 
spot isa quiet and lovelyone. From it the eye can 
wander up and down the valley and over the 
mountain sides, Farm houses dot the landscape, 
which is broken by woodland and clearing, with 
a hamlet here andthere. The grave of Phoebe 
Paullin is one of the nearest to the road. The body 
lay in the front room of the weather-stained house 
of the Paullins, until carried to the Pleasant Valley 


German Lutheran Church, balf-way between the 
house and the graveyard, of which the Rev. Franz 
Hertig is Pastor. The church {is a plain, but pretty 
little rural edifice, painted drab, and is as tidy 
asa cottage. It will hold barely 200, and wonld 
not begin to accommodate the people who wanted 
to enter it yesterday. The coffin, whieh was 
stained in imitation of rosewood, with silver-plated 
handies and trimmings and a plate bearing tho 
name and age of the girl, was set on a bier under 
the reading desk of the preacher. 

The services began at 2:30 o’clock. The Rev. A 
B. Purdy, of the Methodist Episcopal church in 
Roseland, which the Paullins used to attend; the 
Rev. William Walton, formerly Pastor of the 
churoh, but now of the Willoughby-Avenue Chapel 
in Brooklyn, and the Rev. Mr. Hertig took part in 
them. Mr. Hertig spoke in German. There was 
singing by the church choir, and then Mr. Walton, 
who knew the girl, said: “‘She died pure. Of that 
we have evidence. Ifshe had not been pure, we 
would not have been called here to-day. In de- 
fending her character she lost her life. A word as 
to the murderer, I cannot tell you his name, [ 
wish I could, maybe he is here to-day. The 
body of a victim often has a strange fascina- 
tion for the murderer. It behooves you, 
friends, not to depend entirely on the officers 
ofthelaw. Become officers yourselves, as you 
value the honor of your wives, sisters, and daugh- 
ters. You should scrutinize every strange and 
every suspicious man. The night has strange ter- 
rors for the murderer of this young gir!, and the 
bright sunlight of these hiils will only show more 
plainly the brand of Cain put on him.” 

The coffin lid was taken off after the services, 
to let the people see the dead girl’s face. Thoy 
filed past ina steady stream. She was dressed in 
white satin, pleated and puffed, and with a 
heavy high collar of lace, to hide the cuts 
in her neck. Her face was  bloodiess and 

allia, but fair even in death. The brown 

air was brushed back and revealed a 
high, intelligent forehead. A wild vine, thick with 
small white flowers, encircled the head. The 
hands were closed on the breast and held a white 
anda pink rose. On the third finger of the left 
hand was a plain gold ring, which the girl said, half 
in jest, a long time ago she wanted to have buried 
with her. She purchased it of her cousin, Fred- 
erick Baldwin, a logger, of Morristown, and paid 
$450 for it, which she earned herself. A sister 
wanted to take it off her hand, but the father said 
to leave it. The rosy-cheeked country girls who 
filed past the coffin knew Phcebe Paullin well, 
and many of them cried as they looked upon her 
dead body. The motherand older sisters sobbed 
and kissed the cold face passionately. John C.Foree, 
William M. Kent, Thomas Layland,and August 
Becker, Jr., were the pall-bearers, and bore 
the body to the grave. The funeral was 
said to have been the largest that ever took 
place in the valley. The people all followed the 
hearse on foot fromthe church to the cemetery, 
and some of them stopped to see the old sexton 
fillup the grave. He first put some hay on the 
wooden box inclosing the coffin before be began to 
throw in the dirt. 

The parents of the dead girl went back sorrow- 
ing totheir home. The father, whose loeks and 
beard are about as white as snow, said he was 60 
years old the very day his daughter was killed, and 
as near as be knew he was born about the time she 
wasstruck down. On bis bench inthe kitchen was a 
pair of shoes which he was engaged in making 
for the girl when she was killed. There was only 
an hour’s work more on them. He said he was 
going to finish them now. The mother of the girl 
said one of her boys was drowned. That was hard 
to bear, but the killing of Phoebe Jane wasa much 
more terrible blow for ber. The married sister of 
of the girl, who lives at home, said that Phoebe 
had no secrets from ber. When the girl received a 
letter she showed her the contents er the en- 
velope. The girl did not receive many letters, and 
the sister felt sure she was engaged in 
no regular correspondence with a man. 
She rarely spoke to any man. and _ never 
to a stranger. Pheebe’s. brother, William, 
said he still believed two men killed the girl, and 
he would like to have hold of them. He did not 
believe that Chet and Mart Williams had anything 
todo with the murder. All they eared for was 
rum, and a good plucky woman could scare either 
one of them. Phcebe Jane was nocoward. When 
she was working at the house of Frederiek Smith, 
on the road toward Eagle Rock, last Summer, two 
or thres fellows who had probably been drinking 
came to the bouse and frightened the ladies who 
were boarding there. Phoebe Jane went out and 
drove them away. 

A ssore of detectives, constables, and police 
officers were searching the mountains yesterday 
looking for traces of the murderer. The people 
living around Llewellyn Park had subscribed 
$1,500, outside of the $1,000 offered as areward by 
the town of West Orange, to be used in prosecut- 
ing thesearch. Word camein the afternoon that 
Gov. Ludlow had instructed Public Prosecutor Keen 
to add $600, on aecount of the State, to the re- 
ward. Roundsman Charles Stickle, of Orange, 
and Constable Henry Blewett, of East Orange, 
heard of a man who was seen between Orange and 
Bloomfield on Sunday morning before day- 
light, without hat or overcoat. He was 
looking for a hat, and said he had 
been on a spree. No one recognized 
him, and be could not be traced any further. 
Ofticer Stiekle was given an opportunity to exam- 
ine the body of the girl just{before she was buried. 
He said that there was a hole behind her left ear 
large enough to put his finger in. This fact was 
new to him and to many otbers. 

Mr. Paullin, the father of Phcebso, beard that Mrs, 
James Houston saw her hurrying past the Eyrie, 
which isabout two minutes’ walk from the spot 
where the body was found, with two men~—one 
sbort and one tall—following her. Mrs. Houston 
said this wasamistake. A persontoldherofhaving 
seen the girlin Orange simply. Mr. Paullin said 
he found a letter writtento the girl and signed 
with a man’s first name, which he gayetoa de- 
tective to use in the investigation. The girl 
might have received others and destroyea 
them, but that was the only one found. 
Her room had been carefully searched and 
nothing beyond the single letter had been found to 
throw light on the mystery. Frank Eber, the 
driver of the Eagle Rock stage, said Mrs. Smith, 
the wife of Frederick Smith, told him that she 
used to get letters from some man for Phebe 
Jane. An officer stated yesterday that Mrs. Isaac 
Meyers told himthat the man who cameto her 
house did not come particularly to see Phaebe 
Jane. He knew the family and merely chanced to 
see the girland talked with her, as any one else 
would have done. 

Chief Robert A. Haggerty, of the New-Jersey 
Detective Bureau, obtained a white shir. and a 
pair of men’s drawers of jean, which were discov- 
ered yesterday under aetone on the road beyond the 
home of the Pauliins. They were damp and were 
covered with blood. Thetag on the shirt bore the 
initials ** W. H.”’ The blood stains looked fresh. The 
sleeves of the shirt were rent as if torn in a 
struggle, and the drawers looked as if they had 
been torn off and not unbuttoned, The police of 
Orange did not believe that the garmonts would 
prove of much help in ferreting out the inur- 
derer. There was too much blood on them 
to believe they were worn by the man 
who killed the girl. Chief Haggerty, 
however, thought otherwise, and expressed kis 
intention to followuptheciue. George Franks 
says that while going to Orange he saw a tall man 
walking ahead of the virl about 100 yards above 
Gen. Wright's stone-crusher, on the mountain-side 
He passed Chet and Mart Williams further down 
the mountain. 

Courtlandt Parker, of Newark, became interested 
in the case and sent Detective Charles Becker 
yesterday to the scene to work onit. Detective 
Becker ana Serat. George Trowbridge started off 
in the mountains last night to look for a young 
man whose character makes him liable to sus- 
picion. The fellow has a good home, bunt 
spends very little time atit. He bas not been seen 
since the murder. He has several! times made im- 
proper advances to women in the streets, and has 
attempted liberties with them. Hoe spends half his 
time inthe mountain, and a man who knew him 
said last night that ho was just the man to do Buch 
a piece of work. 

Marshal McChesney. of Orange, received a letter 
from Peter Hall, of Eatonton, who formerly kept 
the half-way house at East Orange, saying thata 
man who said he worked for John Mahan on 
the second mountain passed through that place 
on Monday. Mahan, who is a painter, was 
not at heme yesterday when Marshal Me- 
Chesney called, bat his wife said he employed 
severa! men and this might be one of them. Ha!! 
telegraphed to Lovg Branch, whither the man 
was bound, for his arrest as soon as he heard 
of the murder. Sergt. Cadmus said that a 
man staid at the station on Sanday nicht, 
who kept his coat buttoned up and acted rather 
strangely. The shirt and drawess found in East 
Orange with blood stains on them were yesterday 
still regarded as good as any clue that had been 
obtained. A lookout is being kept for a negro 
who frightened servants on the mountain several 
months azo. John@G. Fisher, the brother-in-law of 
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the girl, who does not live with his wife, 
has not been heard from since the murder. 
The disappearance of 'Tnomas S. W. Anderson 
from his home in Montclair is talked of in connee- 
tion with the murder. He was discharged Satur- 
day from a store in which he had been employed. 
He left town, saying he was going to Brooklyn, 
and has not been heard from since then. Among 
the excited Orance people every such disappear- 
ance is linked with suspicion, and Mr. Anderson's 
leaving has, for that reason, occasioned comment. 
There is no other reason, however, for believing 
that he had anything to do with the crime. 

Dre. Stickler, Pierson, and Buttner, of Orange, 
yesterday afternoon made amore minute miero- 
scopic examination of the shirt found by the police 
on Tuesday. They found one-third of the 
matter.on the shirt to blood, and two- 
thirds matter from the epithelial cells of a 
woman. This is thought to be the best clue yet 
discovered. William Woodhull, a teller in a bank 
in this city, residing at Llewellyn Park, went to 
Orange Station and said that on Sunday morning 
a tall young man came to his house and begged 
for a shirt and a pair of drawers. His request was 
refused, 

A great many persons visited the seene of the 
murder yesterday. The blood stains had not been 
effaced by the rain, and were plainly visible. Many 
persons were said to have carried away leaves a3 
mementoes ofthe murder. The people living in 
the vicinity have been greatly frigntened by the 
girl's fate, and some of the simpler folk will not zo 
by the place after dark. The scene of the murder 
has been photographed.

TRUTH STRANGER THAN FICTION. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE MEET AFTER TWENTY- 
ONE YEARS’ SEPARATION. 

CinctnnaTI, Ohio, Nov. 28.—A strange and 
remarkable story comes from Covington, Ky 
When Fort Sumter was fired upon a young farmer 
of Greenbrier County, West Va., left his wife and 
little boy and came to Cincinnati to enlist in the 
Northern army. At the battle of Chickamauga he 
was taken a prisoner and thrown in the pen at 
Anderscnville. Shortly after this news reached 


the young wife in Virginia that her husband 
was dead. Within a month her house was 
burned over her head by Confederate soldiers. 
Having an uncle in Cineinnati, the young 
wife, with her ehild, came here, but the 
uncle had moved West somewhere, and, 
penniless, she sought employment. After a fow 
years she went to Covington and there permanent- 
yresided. Her little boy she placed in the or- 
phan asylum. He was adopted by a wealthy old 
couple in Dayton, Ohio, and she lost all trace 
of him. He was raised in luxury and educated, 
but at his majority was left penniless, his benefao- 
tors losing all they had in the world. Then he 
drifted West. 

The report of tho husband's death was errone- 
ous. He was finally released from Andersonville 
and sent North. He went to his home in 
Virginia to find it swept away and 
his family gone, he knew not where. 
He, after along and fruitless search for them, drift- 
ed to Virginia City, Nev., during tbe mining excite- 
ment, and, staking a claim,in afew months was 
accounted wealthy. He went to San Franeisco and 
with others opened a banking house. One day a 
young man entered in reply to an advertise- 
ment fora book-keeper. A resemblance between 
himself and the senior proprietor was noticed. 
questions were asked, and from the replies given 
it became apparent that it was the son of the 
banker who was seeking employment. The young 
man said he never knew what became of his 
mother. He was made a partner in the 
bank. Afterward a man ramef Warren. who 
had left West Virginia in company with the 
banker to enlist in the army, dropped into 
the bank to getacheck eashed. He recognized 
his old army friend, and after a short talk 
asked him if he did not know where 
his wife was living. The banker became 
agitated and said be had supposed 
herto be dead for many years. “ Whereis she 
living?” he exeitedly asked. ‘In Convington, 
Ky.,” was the answer. A telegram was at onea 
rent andareply received from the war-widow of 
21 years. Then the banker went to Covington. and 
there was a joyous meeting. The poor wife 
was compelled to struggle hard for a living all 
these years. The so accompanied his father 
to Covington, and the three have now gone up the 
river on the steamer Fleetwood to visit some old 
friends. The name of the bauker is withheld at 
bis own request.

THE SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA REN- 
DERS AN IMPORTANT DECISION ON THE 
MATTER. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 28.—The Supreme:Court 
has rendered adecision which shows that. that 
judicial body is down on dealing in futures. The 
case in which the decision was rendered was an 
appeal from the Richmond Superior Court. It was 
that of the National Exchange Bank of Augusta 
against Robert E. Cunningham. Cunningham gave 

is note to Warren Wallace & Co., cotton dealers 
of Augusta, who transferred it to the bank. 

Payment was refused and the bank 


brought suit. The plea was that the note was 
given asa partof a future centract. In deliver- 
ing the opinion Justice Blandford said: ‘If 
this is not speculation on chances, wagering 
and betting between the parties, then we are 
unable to understand the transaction. Betting on 
the game of faro, brag, or poker, cannot be 
more hazardous, dangerons, or uncertain. In- 
deed, it may be said that these animals are 
tame, gentle, and submissive compared to 
this monster. The law has caged them and driven 
them to their dens. They have been outlawed 
while this ferocious beast has been allowed to 
stalk aboutin open midday with gilded signs and 
flaming sdvertisements to lure unhappy victims 
to its embraee of death and destruction.” 

The business of selling and buying cotton fu- 
tures has grown in spite of persistent opposition 
from the pulpit, legislative ball, and the 
Bench, to enormous proportions. Now and 
then bucket-shops have received a_ rebuff 
when they sought to enfore their contract 
directly, but they have managed to avoid this to 
eonsiderable extent by taking negotiable notes 
and transferring them to innocent holders, in 
whose hands it was supposed they were good. 
The Supreme Court has strucka crushing blow 
against this entire system of sveculation, holding 
that the whole business is a vast gambling scheme; 
that ali contracts or notes based on futures are 
gaming contracts and absolutely vold, and that 
they are not good evenin the hands of an inno- 
cent purchaser.

Some one falsely. told Mr. Castle that she 
(Zeida Seguin) was depreciating his talents as an 
artist, alleging that his voice was failing and he 
could no longer sing creditably the parts for which 
he is east. Mr. Castle, she says, had the man- 
liness to come to her and ask if it was 
really true she had made such statements, 
and their friendship instead of being broken was 
thus made stronger.

THE REVENUE DISTRIBUTION PLAN 


MR. BLAINE OPPOSES THE PENNSYLVANIA 
IDEA AND SUGGESTS A SUBSTITUTE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 28,—The Philadelphia 
Press of to-morrow morning will contain a letter 
from the Hon. James G. Blaine to Mr. Charles 
Emory Smith, editor of the Press, stating Mr. 
Blaine’s objection to the distribution of the sur- 
plus revenue of the Federal Government among 
the States, and proposing instead, if the national 
Government has no needefor the tax on spirits, 
that the entire amount which it yields should be 
paid to States. Three fatal objections in Mr. 
Blaine’s opinion make the Pennsylvania proposi- 
tion to distribute theF ederal surplus unwise. First, 
the utter uncertainty of the size of the redundant 
revenue. It may be $1,000,000 or $100,000,000, 


and unless steady, no State tax could be remitted 
on aceount of the receipt of this aid, while spo- 
radic Federal contributions to the States would bs 
wasted, as was the last distribution of the Federal 
surplus; second, the division of this surplus would 
impose on Senatorsand Representatives a divided 
duty. For the sake of their States they would 
wish the surplus to be as large as possible, which 
would present a constant temptation to withhold 
appropriations from objects of a really national 
character. Third, the assumption of a continuing 
redundancy of national revenue is opposed to all 
sound views of administration. because it is sure 
to yleld to extravagance, sane and all man- 
nerof sehemes for getting rid of money. The 
time is rapidly approaching, however, when the 
national revenue, yielding under the present sys- 
tem of taxation $100,000,000 beyond the amount 
required tor Government expenses, must be re- 
duced. A strong movement is already on foot for 
the repeal of the entire system of internal reve- 
pue, which receives the support of protectionists 
like Judge Kelley and free traders like Mr. Cox, of 
New-York. This conjunetion ef opposing views in 
support of the abelition of the same tax givesa 
rare opportunity to relieve taxation in the States. 
Of allour taxes State taxationis most oppressive. 
It is direct. It falls on property with crushing 
force. In few communities it is less than 1 per 
cent. and in most it is over 2 per cent. Why. there- 
fore, should not the States be permitted to have 
the tax on spirits fer their own benefit if 
the national Goverument does not need it? 
Can it be wise to continue the direct tax on prop- 
erty and at the same time command a hartful 
luxury like spirits to go free, a luxury whose 
taxation oppresses no one? Customs revenues 
tne national Government monopolizes. Excise is 
open in theory to both State and national use in 
taxation; but in practice the national authority 
alone can levy an excise tax on whisky. No State 
can guard its borders against whisky from otber 
States or make an economical collection of sucha 
tax within its own revenue. The Federal ma- 
chinery for the collection of this revenue is in full 
operation and a bill of 10 lines could direct 
the Secretary of the Treasury to pay the whoie of 
it, less the small expense of collection to the States 
and Territories inthe proportion of their popula- 
tion, and to continue it permanently as part of 
their regular annual revenue. Such a pian would 
give the revenue from a specific tax wholly to the 
States, and would not depend upon a chance sur- 
plus or an accidental remainder in the National 
Treasury. It would make the tax on spirituous 
and malt fe age @ permanent resource to all 
States, enabling them thereby definitely to re- 
adjust and reduce their owao taxation. Each 
State could most wisely use ite share according 
to its own necessities. The total return of the 
tax on spirituous and malt liquors last year was 
over $86,000,000, an amount which would tend to 
irferease rather than diminish as eaca State saw 
that the suppression of illicit distilleries was to its 
advantange. With this revenue, State taxation 
could be remitted, State debts paid, or, if the aid 
were divided among cities and counties, their 
expenses would be preportionately:diminished,

A DOEL IN A HALLWAY. 


EX-JUDGE DENNY KILLING THE MAN WHO 
THREATENED TO SHOOT HIM ON SIGHT. 
LANCASTER, Ky., Nov. 28.—Ex-Judge 

George Denny, Jr., late this afternoon shot and 

kilied James H. Anderson in the hallway leading 

to the former’s law office. Denny had been in- 
formed that Anderson would shoot him on sight 

and when he saw Anderson approaching with a 

pistol he armea bimself with a shot-gun. Denny 

fired at Anderson, but missed him, and then re- 
treated into the hallway, followed by Anderson. 


A close conflict ensued, Denny seized Anderson’s 
pistol and drew his own and fred, killing Ander- 
son instantly.

A CABS DEAD OCCUPANT: 


THE UNSOLVED MYSTERY OF JAY ~ 
HUMPHREY’S END. 

HELPED INTO A CARRIAGE BY A STRANGER. 
WHO DISAPPEARED WHEN HUMPHREE 
WAS FOUND TO BE LIFELESS. 

Soon after 9 o’clock yesterday morning « 
gentleman drove hurriedly up to the Thirty-sec- 
ond Precinet Police Station, in West One Hundred 
and Fifty-second-street, and asked to see the 
body of the young man who had _ been 
found dead in a hack. He was taken 
into a rear hallway, where the corpse lay 
in a cheap pine-board coffin; the clothing was 
disordered, as left by the police in their seareh for, 
means of identification. The Sergeant removed 
the lid and exposed the face of a man about 32 
years of age, with light complexion and very light 
hair and mustache. The clothes, though seme- 
what muddy, were of good texture and ap- 
parently little worn. The searf-pin had been 
removed from the necktie. The face and 
clothing indicated that the man had been vomit- 
ing severely. ‘‘ Looks as though he’d been on 4 


spree, don’t it?’ remarked a man who had come 
in unobserved. The visitor looked at the body fot 
a moment and then said: ‘Oh, yes: I know 

It’s Jay Humphrey, son of Dr. Frederick Hum- 
pbrey. Can we have him removed to his 
home?’ he inquired. “Not till you have 
@ permit frem the Coroner,” was the 
reply. The gentleman gave his name ag 
E. O. Bell. He is Superintendent at Dr. Hum- 

hrey’s homeopathic medicine store at No. 109 

ulton-street. After giving further information 
about the young man’s connections and habits he 
went away. A few hours afterward an 
taker cailed and wanted to remove the body. He 
had no authority from the Coroner, and went 
away without it. 

Jay Humphrey was taking a supernumerary 
course at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
at Twenty-third-street and Fourth-avenue. He 
performed a few light duties in connection with 
his father’s business, receiving liberal compensa 
tion therefor. On good authority he is reported to 
have received an income of $5,000a year. He used 
to live in Summit, N. J., bat recently took 
a flat for the Winter in the Newport Puflaing 
at Broadway and Fifty-seeond-street. He 
a wife andtwochildren. Among the students af 
the college he was known as a moderate 
drinker—a jolly, good fellow, fond of a com 
vivial time, but not going to excess, 
afternoon he called at the store in Fulton-street, 
and Mr. Bell gave him a check for $37, 
At 4 o'clock he dined with Serbert A, 
Shipman. an intimate friend, 1n Mouquin’s restau< 
rant, in Fulton-street. The hall-boy at the New<. 
port saw him come in about 6 o’ciock. bo: 
thinks it was only a few minutes after7 o’ 
when Mr. Humphrey went out again, handing him 
a cigarette as he stood at the door. The boy na 
tieed, as he took it, that Humphrey had been drink« 
ing a little, but’ was sure he was not drunk. 
About 9 o’slock Mr. Humphrey went inte 
the Casino restaurant, Broadway and Thirty-ninth- 
street, and, after talking for a few moments witb 
the proprietor, went up stairs to see the perform: 
ance. The proprietor ncticed nothing unusual io 
his demeanor at that time. 

But about an hour later he came down again. 
**He loosed a little tipsy.” said the proprietor 
last night, but he wasn’t noisy, and knew what 
he wasavout. Hespoke to me, referring to oun 
frequently enacting at Monquin’s.” After sitting 
down for a few moments. his head dropping on his 
breast in a sleepy manner, Mr. Hump 
roused himself and called for a whisky 
sour. “He was bound to have it,” said 
the bar-keeper, ‘‘so I made it light.” After 
drinking it, one of the persons sitting around sug- 
gested that Humphrey go out and get some air, 
and the barkeeper induced him to stand in the 
Broadway entrance. . He remained there about 16 
minutes, speaking to no one. By and by the 
keeper heard another voice, and on going 
to the door saw Humphrey talking with 
a man who stood in the shadow 6f the entrance. 
He did not come inside, and the bar-keeper did nos 
see his face distinctly. The bar-keeper hailed a 
passing hackrman, and avows that as Humobreys: 
was getting into the vehiele hesaid: “ Drive me toi 
tho Albany Flats, corner of Broadway and Fifty-| 
second-street,”” The Albany Flats are opposite 
the New-York. The stranger, he says, never ut- 
tered a word, but helped Humphrey into the ve 
hicle and rode off with him. . 

The story of the hack-driver abont his enzage- 
ment and departure from the Casino differs mate- 
tially from the above. His name is Frederick 
Strang and his home is at No. 492 Seventh avenue. 
He is an Italian, only a few months in the 
country. and while he readily answers : 
questions pnt to him to the best of his: 
ability, he isa hard man to get information from.. 
Nothing suggests itself to him: everything must be 
pumped from him. His associates on the : 
stand consider him an honest fellow. but simple 
and unaccustomed to our ways. His story is 
that he was hailed by the barkeeper and 
found Humphrey's friend holding bim up. 
by the arms in the doorway. Humphrey never 
spoke to him, but the other man asked him how, 
much he would charge te take them to One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fourth-street. The hackman at 
first declined upon plea of previous enexge- 
ment, but a_ five-dollar fee proved too 
strong an indueement, and he started off, 
with them. He never heard a sound from 
the occupants until they reached the 

street named, when Humphrey’s companion put 

his head out of the window and said he had made, 

a mistake; he wanted to goto One Hundred an 

Forty-sixth-street and Eighth-avenue, to the C 

House. ; 

They were taken there, and the driver assisted’ 
in lifting Humphrey toa matonthe stoop of the! 
building. He noticed a gold chainand the ring of! 
a watch sticking from the waistcoat pocket. No 
one answered the door bell. “You go and ask 
those men if any one stops here over 
night,” said the man, ‘‘and I'll stay here 
with him.” The driver at once started fora gang 
of men working at a culvert for the elevated rail- 
road company about 200 feet away. He had gone 
only a few steps when he heard a window raised 
and, seemingly, a woman’s voice said: 

* Jim, Jim; is that you Jim’ : 

Hels positive that those are the words. There 
Was no response. When the driver returned a 
man in his night elotkes met nim on the stoop and. 
wanted to know his business atthet time of night. 
“The other fellow rang the bell,’ satd the driver. 

‘*What other fellow?” saidihe man looking at 
him sharply. 

The driver turned to look for the stranger, Dut 
he was gone. “Say. you!” he called out. There 
was no response. The poor fellow began to grow 
frightened and told his story. ‘‘Can't you take 
care of him?’ he asked, trying to raise the motion- 
less form on the door-mat. 

“I don’t keep a hospital; the man’s dead,” said 
the proprietor of the hotel, pending over Hum-~ 
phrey and getting hold of his wrist. The driver 
was nowthoroughly alarmed. He ran to some 
passengerr who descended from, the elevated 
road stations and beseeched them help him. 
They assisted him in putting Humphrey 
into the carriage again, and upon their 
advice he drove to the Thirty-second Precinct Po- 
lice Station and told his story to the Sergeant, 
They listened to the man’s story with astonish: 
ment, but they brought the body in and searched 
it. ‘*Why. nis watch and chain are gone,” said 
the driver. He was told that he would 
be held for further developments, and 
submitted with good grace, offering to do 
all in bis power to clear up the mystery. He could 
give only a meagre description of the missing 
stranger—that he was tall and slim. with dark 
complexion and heavy biack mustache. In 
Humpbrey’s pockets were found some letters ad- 
dressed to him at his father’s piace of business 
and a few pennies. A pair of silver sleeve-but- 
tons were lettered “ Jay.” A cameo pin 
was found in his olothing. A plain gold ring op 
the third finger of his right hand was not removed. 
Those who saw the body when it was brought in 
say that there were signs of intoxication. A medi- 
cal man sald that it looked like a case of conges- 
tien after a heavy spree. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin saw the body yesterday 

afternoon, and made a superfieial examination by 
a very dim light. He saw no signs of violence. 
He gave a permit for a removal of the 
body. Last night it was taken to an un- 
dertaker’s establishment, and thence to_ the 
home of Dr. Humphrey, at No. 22 West Thirty- 
ninth-street. Coroner Levy thought that in view 
of the circumstances he should hold an autopsy 
this morning. If the man was killed with some 
drug, as is supposed by some who are acquainted 
with the case, an autopsy would not necessarily 
show it. 

During the day a few young men, presumably 
students from the college, called at the police sta- 
tion, and asked to see the body. Nearly every 
one who did see it noticed a blue spot on the 
bridge of the nose. A policeman said. that it 
was unmistakably an old bruise. -Another 
suggested that it might have been done‘in falling 
against the carriage door. The medical man spoke 
up again and said that that mark ard one or two 
others were ante-mortem marks, Dot post-mortem. 
“Tam satisfied,” he said, ‘that there are no signs 
of violence.” 

The relatives of Mr. Humphrey depreeate the 
{dea that any violence was used, and are ready to 
suggest other causes of death. ‘““He may have 
fallen against the door in a fit and choked te 
death,"’ the reporter was told, among other things, 
by one of them last night. They think that the 
man who was with him was a friend, whe 
was alarmed at his sudden death and 80 
far has kept silent. They think he took the watch 
and pocketbook for safe keeping and will surely 
make himself known. ‘Have you any idea who 
was with him?” asked the reporter. * Oh. no: not 
in the least,"’ was the reply. From the driver's de- 
seription Mr, Shipman was toeked up at bis law 
office on Beekman-street. He says he did not se@ 
Humpbrey after supper. The missing watch was & 
gold one, Waltham make, Appleton & Tracy move- 
ment. 

Jay Humphrey was ut one time a member of the 
Twenty-second Regiment. A few Summers ago, 
while marching in the hot sun, he Was sunstruck, 
and his health affected thereby fora ‘short time,’ 
but he was supposed to have fully recovered. He 
was not knowa to be afflicted with-heart disease- -

NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND. 
& PROPOSITION TO LEASE THE ROAD TO THE 
ERIE—THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


‘Boston, Nov. 28.—The annual report of the 
New-York and New-England Railroad Company 
or the year ending Sept. 30 was made public to- 
day. It shows a deficit of $631,605 upon the opera- 
tions of the year, in comparison with the surplus 
of $97,000 the year previous, The report in detail 
is as follows: Gross earnings, not including those 
ofthe Norwich and Worcester Road, $3,568,653; 
operating expenses, $3,013,616; fixed charges, 


$1,186,789, most of which is made up of taxes and 
the interest on yarious issues of bonds and cer- 
tifieates, $74,343 being paid for the rent of other 
roads. The gross earnings show an increase over 
those ot last year of 7.41 per cent. This increase is 
attributable almost entirely to freight earnings. 
The local freight tonnage increased 13.89 per cent. 
The expenses of the company increased 27.72 per 
tent.. caused principally by the increased business 
and the repairs made. The increase of $280,000 in 
the operating ex; enses was due to the extraordi- 
nary repairs and the unusually large taxes. The 
pum of $1,498,900 was expended for permanent im- 
rovements. It is deemed best to sell or transfer 
Phe steamer W. J. Hart, now used at Newburg as 
a transfer, to a transfer company, of which the 
New-York, Lake “rie and Western Road will take 
half the stock at par. The double track to Hart- 
ford will be completed next July. The company 
owes for the terminals at South Boston $1,286,600, 
The assets of the road in excess of current liabili- 
ties are $496,085. Of the second mortgage bond 
1,258,000 were sold by the Finance Committee an 
714,000 bave been delivered and paid for to date. 
he proceeds have been devoted to construction. 
The proposition from the New-York, Lake Erle 
d Western Road to lease the New-York and 
Sew-England for 99 years is submitted. The 
former road is to pay the cost of operation and 
pay totbe latter road all the net earnings that 
may remain. to make eood any deficiency that 
mar occurinone year between the net earnings 
andthe fixed charges,tne amount to be taken 
from wny future exces: of earnings. This is to 
sontinue until the New-York and New-England 
Road has been worked for one year for 
per. cent. of its gross receipts, 
from avd after which time tne New-York, 
ke Erie and Western Road shall pay to the 
ew-York and New-Engiend Road 35 per cent. 
of such gross earnings, out of which the latter 
company is required to pay all charges other than 
operating expenses. The Directors recommend 
the favorable consideration of the proposition, 
which has the earnest approval of the President of 
the road. and a'so that it be voted upon at the 
pext meeting of the stockholders. The President 
eonclades by declining to permit the use of his 
name as a candidate for Director or any other 
fice in the servico of the company, this action 
ing taken in the interest of harmony and united

He arrived in this City 
on Tuesday, on his way to Washington to attend 
the opening of Congress.

With overcoats, wraps, and pillows, Mr. Carr con- 
structed as comfortable a couch as possible in the 
elevator car, and had the sufferer taken up stairs 
and removed to his room, where Dr. Goldthwaite 
assumed careof him. , 

Senator Anthony was found to be suffering 
from ab uremic convulsion. This was the result 
of his feeble condition, produced by a repetition 
of similar attacks and a long siege of Bright's 
disease. Heis now very weak, but passed a com- 
fortable night Tuesday night, and was as easy as 
could be expected’ yesterday and last evening. 
The Senator’s mind wandered at times during the 
day and evening, and only bis most intimate 
friends were permitted to visit him, as his physl- 
cian deemed absolute rest and quiet necessary, 
owing to his feeble condition. Should no unfavor- 
able symptons develop to-day, the doctor thinks 
the Senator will rally soon, but his removal from 
the hotel whiie in his present condition will not be 
permitted. Senator Anthony has been a great 
sufferer from Bright's disease for some time, and 
since JaSt Spring he has been almost constantly 
under medical care; Even the most sanguine of 
his friends have little hope of any but a temporary 
recovery from the present attack, as each similar 
convulsion has heen followed by a loss of strength, 
and another would probably terminate fatally.

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DOCTORS’ WIDOWS AND ORPHANS.

THE SOCIETY WHICH AIDS DISTRESS AMONG 
THE FAMILIES OF DEAD MEMBERS. 

The forty-first annual meeting of the So- 
ciety for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of 
Medica) Men was held last evening at the Acad- 
emy of Medicine, No. 12 West Thirty-first-street, 
This soclety, which was founded in 1842, has on its 
roll of membership many of the best known doc- 
tors in this City, several of them standing in the 
highest ranks of the profession in this country, 
Every widow of a member having an income on 
property of less than $80 a year is enti- 


tled:to assistance from the society, and des- 
titute widows ere insured an _ ineome of 
$400 per. annum. Destitute children also 
receive annuities according to their necessities. 
At the election held last night Dr. Isaac E. Taylor 
Was re-clected President and Dr. John H. Hinton 
Treesurer. Seven manacers for three years of the 
Bonrd of Twenty-one Managers were elected as 
follows: Drs. William Detmold. S. F. linbbard, J. 
G, Adams, Robert G. Remsen, W. N. Blakeman, I. 
Byceee and I. T. Metcalfe. The annual statement 
of the Treasurer, Dr. John H. Hinton, was sub- 
mitted and was adopted. 

The members of the society number 140, of whom 
92 are for life and 42 annual subscribers. The 
number of benefactors living is 20. of whom 1 isa 
layman: 32 benefactors are dead, of which nnmber 
6 were laymen. The annua! members pay $10 Ini- 
tiation fee anc $10 dues per year; the life members 
pay $100. Benefactors pay $1500r upward. Some 
of the latter have left large bequests to 
the organization. The tota: assets of the 
soviety Sept. 19, 13883, amounted in value to 
$143,447 98, all safely invested, Aid was extended 
during the past yearto 13 widows and 4 children 
of dead members. The amount disbursed for this 
purpose was $4,251 50, and the indispensable ex- 
penses for printing, safe, cierk hire, stationery, 
&c., Was $213 38. One window died during the 
year, and another, comiig into possession of 
ample means for her support, informed the society 
that she needed aid no longer, and her name will 
be taken from the roll of annuities.

ENFORCING TdE EXCISE LAWS. 


THE CONVICTION OF A LIQUOR-DEALER HELD 
TO CANCG&L HIS LICENSE, 

Acting Superintendent Thorne summoned 
the Captains to Police Head-quarters yesterday 
and gave them directions in relation to the arrest 
of liquor-dealers who had been convicted of vio- 
lating the excise law. Section 8, ehapter 175, of the 
Laws of 1870, which is the statute under which the 
sale of liquor is regulated in this City, reads as fol- 


lows: “Any convietion for the violation of any 
provisions of this act or the act hereby amended, 
by any person or persons licensed, or at any place 
licensed as herein provided, shall forfeit and annul 
such license.” 

There have been recently several hundred con- 
victions of liquor-dealers and their employes for 
violating the excise Jaw. The police authorities 
bold that under the provisions of the section 
quoted above the license of every such convicted 
liguor-dealer is revoked by his conviction, with- 
ont any reference to the Excise Commis- 
sioners or any authority they may assume 
in the matter. They have been so0 ad 
vised by competent legal authority. and have 
been instructed to regard every convicted liquor- 
desler who continues to sell liquor as unlicensed 
and liable to arrest as such. The Captains have 
been directed to procure tine records of a}! the con- 
vietions of liquor-dealers ip their respective pre- 
cincts, and to have such dealers arrested for 
selling without a license. A number of arrests 
were made yesterday by the police under these di- 
rections, and more will follow. Two of these 
cases came up at the Jefferson.Market Police 
Court, where Charles Gerterman, bar-tender for 
Charies Overbaugh, of No. 75 Greenwich-avenue, 
and Micheel Cassidy, a Seventh-avenue saloon- 
keeper, were accused of selling liquor without a 
a license, having been arrested under these direc- 
tions. Justice Patterson could not decide the 
cares untilhe had taken advice, and he paroled 
the prisoners until Saturday.

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THE DWIGHT INSURANCE CASE. 
FURTHER TESTIMONY OF MBDICAL MEN RE- 
GARDING THE NECK MARKS, 

Norwicu, N. Y., Nov. 28.—ln the Dwight 
trial there was some testimony taken to-day, but 
considerable time was lost by the arguments of 
counsel as to points brought up In connection with 
the testimony, The cross-examination of Dr. Jo- 
seph H. Chittenden, of Binghamton, was continted. 
He testified that he found adhesions of the pleura 
to the lungs, and that they were probably the re- 
sult of former pleurisy; upon the apex of the 
right lung he found three nodules. He did not 
think this adhesion of the pleurato the lungs and 
the nodulés were necessarily indications of con- 


sumption. He found no changes in the body suffi- 
cient to cause death. In regard to the mark on 
the neck, hé said it was caused by elevating the 
head on the bead-rest; the folding was simp'y of 
the skin and the fatty tissues under the skin. ‘he 
fold was not noticed until the head was thrown 
back; it was caused by bending the head to the 
front and then bending it back. 

Dr. John G. Orton, of Binghamton, testified that 
he examined Co). Dwight fora life insurance com- 
pany in 1868. The examination was thorough, and 
he found hit) a healthy man; he examined him 
again in 1878, and again pronounced him healthy. 

he witness was then asked to state what he saw 
and heard when he was attending Dwight profes- 
sionally during his last sickness. This was ob- 
jevtea to by the defense on the ground that the 
witness could not disclose what he saw and heard 
while in the privacy of the sick-room. The court 
held that, according to the latest deeisions of 
the General Term, the evidence could be received. 
Then # question was asked as to a conversation 
held when Dr. Orton made the physical examina- 
tion for the Germania Insurane6 Company, the de- 
fendant. This the defendant's counsel objected 
toonthe ground that the witness was not an 
agent of the company, and whatever conversation 
he may have had with Dwight could not bind the 
company. The objection was sustained by the 
court. Witness said that he had seen the body at 
the first autopsy. Dr. Swinburne called attention 
to the heavy indentation in the neck. Witness 
raised the head to the former position and ob- 
served that the indentation of the skin and tissues 
below assumed the form of the fold which was 
brought in view by throwing the head back. 
There was no feeling of parchment and no discol- 
oralion from the rest of the heck. He found three 
nodules of the lungs. Around these nodules the 
Ewes was as healthy as any other portion of the 

ungs. 

Upon ¢cross-examination the witness said he was 
agent forthe Equitable Lifé Assurance Company 
and insured Dwight. He received $100, or 20 per 
cent. of the premium, and had a claim against the 
company for $300 more as commissions on the rest 
of the year’s premium. 

Dr. Richards, of Binghamton, testified that as 
Coroner he summoned the jury and held an 1n- 
quest over the body of Walton Dwight; that the 
verdict was handed to him by the jury,and he 
now had it in his possession. He was not near 
enough to the body to seé and describe the marks 
onthe neck. The couft at this point adjourned 
until Monday morning.

A BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 
THE WOUND NOT PROBED BUT THE MAN 
RECOVERS. 

PENN YAN, N. Y., Nov. 28.—The return of 
Sheriff Speelman from Michigan yesterday with a 
would-be murderer and fugitive from justice re- 
calls attention to a remarkable case. The prisoner, 
George W. Shannon, of this country, was captured 
Saturday night by the Sheriff in Lumber Camp, 
at Blanchard, Mich. For over two years 
Shannon had eluded the officers, whose 


vigilance was stimulated by a reward of 
$200: Shannon fied in the Fall of 1881, 
having shot a drunken companion named Shotwell 
Ayres. of Nimrods, N. Y. On the occasion in ques- 
tion they had been attendiag a fair at Dundee, and 
on the second day they met at Raplee & Jennings's 
hotel, when Shannon drew a revolver, and,*without 
a@ word of warning or provocation, fired at Ayres. 
The bullet entered his brain above the left eye. 
He was piczed up and was supposed to be fatally 
wounded, and Shannon fled. A surgeon was sum- 
moned to attend Ayres, but he made no attempt to 
probe for the bullet in Ayres’s brain, for nearly all 
such eases on record had proved fatal. Inadayor 
two Ayres’s condition was improved, but the 
surgeons had no hopes of his recovery. In afew 
months, however, the wounded man had com- 

letely recovered. Previous to the shooting Ayres 

ad been a morose, drunken, fighting fellow, 
dreaded aud feared by all acquaintances, After 
the ludgment of the bullet in his brain and his 
recovery from the wound his entire nature seemed 
changed. He cared no more for degrading and 
dissolute amusements, with which he had been 
familiar for a life-time, but became a peaceable, 
intelligent, and industrious citizen. 

Shannon was indieted for assault with intent to 
kill, and since the shooting be has been roving 
from one place to another, supposing himself to be 
amurderer. Sheriff Spee:iman had a _ requisition 
for him before starting. so he brought him directly 
home, and he is now awaiting trial. 
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THE STATE LANDS. 

SMITH M. WEED’S CLAIM FOR A LARGE 
TRACT IN THE ADIRONDACKS, 
ALBANY, Nov. 28.—Senator Lynde, Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on State Lands in 
the Adirondacks, is here to-day and says that a 
new danger threatens the north woods. Said he: 
“Smith M. Weed, of Clinton, has now entered a 


cleim before our eommittee for 6,000 or 7.000 
acres of the woodland north of Lake Sara- 
nac, generally known as the Senator Norton 
tract. It is very valuable land, though there 
must be a large amount of unpaid taxes upon it. 
He claims the land under some old foreclosure 
title, though the State has generally been supposed 
to own it. Adirondack woodland is becoming 
very valuable now, and if Mr. Weed proves his 
claim, I am afraid there will be many others to fol- 
low. The committee will hear evidenee in the 
matter next January.”

Prussia received $4,000,000 
last year for the sale of timber, with no percepti- 
ble diminution of her forests. There has been no 
such devastation in the Adirondacks as the people 
are led to believe.” 


NIAGARA COUNTY CANAL CLAIMS. 
Locxport, N. Y., Nov. 28.—Notice has been 
given that the State Board of Claims wiil bold an 


adjourned session in Buffalo, beginning Deo. 4. 
The board is composed of the Hon. Lyman H. 
Northrup, presiding, and the Hons. George M. 
Beebe and Henry F. Allen, associates. An ex- 
amination of the list of claims appended to the 
notice shows that with few exceptions they are 
from Niagara County, and a legacy from the 
late Board of Canal Appraisers to the new Board 
of Claims. The list exhibits 68 Niagara County 
claims, 4 from Genesee, and 1 from Erie County. 
The aggregate amount claimed is less than $25,000 
ranging in sums from $80 to $900. The general 
ground upon which these claims are founded is 
that of damage caused to the lands of the 
claimants by the overflow of the Eighteen 
Mile Creek, which carries off the surplus 
waters of the Erie Canal at Lockport, 
and by the construction of the dam in Tonawanda 
Creek to supply water to the canal feeder. Many 
similar claims were made against the State and 
adjudicated by the ola Board of Canal Appraisers, 
and large awards were made against the State and 
paid under the Hoffman administration from 1868 
to 1872. Popular sentiment in and about this local- 
ity has always regarded these claims in the light of 
a “grab,” though, of course, some of them may 
be fair and proper charges.

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PREPARING FOR THANKSGIVING 
DINNERS. 

THE_TRAINS LBAVING THE CITY CROWDED 
WITH PASSENGERS—LOCAL ORGANIZA- 
TIONS WHICH ARE TO PARADE. 

There was no busier place in New-York ves- 
terday than Washington Market, where the great 
anriual ptitehase of the vain and self-important 
turkey was in progress. Tho turkey is vain only 
when subjectively considered; objectively he is 
not vain. At least that appeared to be the opin- 
jon of the erowds in the market yesterday. The 
early morning scenes were lively. Crowds of mar- 
ketmen were bustling about unloading their wag- 
ous and preparing for a big day's business. Later 
in the day the crowds of purchasers began to pour 
in from every direction, and at 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon all that territory lying in and around 
West, Washington, Vesey, Fulton, and Barclay 
streets was crowded with a mass of eager, strtig- 
giing humanity. People appeared to be deter- 


m ined to get turkey or die. Cranberry sauce and 
celery were selling among the favorites, although 
the first favorites were, of course, turkey, duck, 
and goose. There wasan dbundance of fowl! in 
the market. Vegetables also appeared to be plenty. 
There were wany enticing rows of great white 
cauliflowers, while the modest sweet potato, the 
blushing beet, and the stolid parsnip were on hand 
also. There was a noticeable absence of game. 
Here and there a few strings of somewhat poor 
quail were hanging, while a few dealers were en- 
eagee in the old-fashioned business of trying to 
ell red-head ducks for canvas-backs. The tur- 
keys as a general thing were not first-class birds. 
They looked as if they had made up their minds 
not to be stuffed to make a Roman holiday. Most 
of them were poor and scrawny. Not many large 
birds were seen, although it was stated that some 
weighing as high as 47 pounds had been soid. 
Dealers buy turkeys in lots of trom 20 to 60 tons. 
They get their best birds from New-Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, but birds are also brought from the 
West. The hotels were active purchasers, one 
house taking over 3,000 pounds, 

A noticeable feature of the day was the amount 
of spoiled turkey that came to market. The Board 
of Health’s inspector condemned a very large 
quantity and wagons were busy all day going 
about and taking away the ae gree birds. Several 
stand keepers, while they said the action of the 
Board of Health was right, were loud in their con- 
demnation of the shippers, who, not counting on 
the mildness of the weather, did not patk the birds 
on ice. Some dealers went so far as to say that the 
action of the board had not been vigorous enough. 
Much bad poultry had been sold and many persons 
would be disappointed to-morrow by finding their 
turkeys unfit to eat. If the statement made by one 
dealer that all turkeys sold at 10 cents per pound 
were unfit for sale was true, then a ‘I'mes reporter 
saw a great many poor people being dreadfully 
cheated. Yesterday afternoon 10 cents was the 
prevailing price forturkey. Some were sold for 
12, others for 15, and 18 was the bighest figure de- 
manded, In the morming they ranged from 16 to 
80 cents per pound. Cranberries were selling in 
the afternoon from 10 to 15 cents per quart. Ducks 
and geese brought from 15 to 18 cents a pound. 
They were plenty and apparently in good demand. 
Chickens were exhibited, but it was not a good day 
for chickens, 

The rush out of town for Thanksgiving was fully 
as great asin previous years. It was not so per- 
ceptible as usual, and instead of being confined to 
the day before, there has beena continuous out- 
pouring from the City since Monday night. Many 
even left on Saturday last to spend the two holi- 
days of Evacuation Day and Thanksgiving with 
friends inthe country. The greatest rush yester- 
day was to New-England, where the old-fashioned 
turkey dinner and pumpkin pie will be eaten with 
friends and relatives at the old homestead. 
At the Grand Central Station there was the usual 
bustle. Gatemen said they had punched tickets 
continually all day, and extra men were required 
to helpthem. On the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Ruilroad the 11 A. M. Boston express ran 
in two sections, and the 2 P. M. Shore Line and 4 
o'clock trains each were “double headed.” On 
the latter each section was ot nine cars. On the 
other express trains leaving at 1 P. M., 4:30, and 8 
P. M., extra cars were added to accommodate the 
crowds. Even the looals were crowded and ran 
more carsthan usual, In the evening the crash 
was not so great, yet extra sleepers were needed 
on the through trains, The Boston trains at 10:30 
and 11:35 were the most patronizea. At the ticket 
office it was said that. a greater number of tickets 
were sold to Boston than to any other point. Some 
of the passengers seemed to be taking their din- 
ners with from the huge baskets and hampers 
they carried and checked. On the Harlem 
Road there was a considerable addition to the 
customary number of passengers. The New-York 
Central and Hudson River trains were crowded all 
day. Extra parlor cars were put on the 10:80 A. M, 
Chicago express, while the 11 o’clock express pulled 
outalong line of cats laden with passengers who 
were to spend Thanksgiving in the northern part 
of the State. The greatest number, however, went 
on the 3:80 A end 4 o'clock trains, 
just before the starting of which the 
station was crowded. The evening express 
trains also took more than the usual quota of 
passengers. It was said at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion that on all the roads the trains had run very 
full since Evacuation Day. Many of the sight- 
seers had remained over till last night to hurry 
home on the late trains, with uniformed friends 
who bad taken part in the parade. Incomin 
trains also brought more passengers than usual, 
who were to eat their turkey in the City. 

The decks of the big Sound steamers, as they 
rounded the Battery last evening, were black with 
living freight. The Pilgrim, of the Fall River Line, 
had every state-room sold in the morning, and the 
attendants were busy getting ready extra cots to 
be placed in thesaloons. Between 900 and 1,000 
passengers were aboard when she started at 4:30 
P. M. The usua) number of passengers for this 
time of the year is about 400. The Narra- 
gansett, of the Stonington Line, carried 400 pas- 
sengers, or double her usual number, and the 
same ratio prevailed on the boats of the Norwich 
Line. On Monday and Tuesday nights the Sound 
boats carried nearly as many passengers as 
last night. The New-Haven boats were also full. 
There were tke same busy scenes on the Pennsyl- 
vania and New-Jersey Central Roads, which ran 
full trains all day, and a‘ditional cars were added 
to the through trains. Hunters loaded down with 
gun cases and ammunition and some leading dogs 
filed into the Long Island Railway trains and filled 
the ears. Friday they will return, some with quail 
and rabbits, some with ducks, and some without 
anything. 

The thirty-third annual Thanksgiving of the 
Five Points Mission will te celebrated to-day at 
the Mission House, No, 63 Park-place.

DR. HUNTINGTON'S NEW CHARGE. 


—_——__——_—_—. 
THE CLERGYMAN WHO IS TO SUCCEED DR. 
POTTER AT GRACE CHURCH. 

The Rev. Dr. William R. Huntington, who 
has accepted a call to Grace Church as the suc- 
cessor of Assistant Bishop Potter, was born in 1838, 
at Lowell, Mass., of which city his father, a promi- 
nent physician, was at one time Mayor, and stibse- 
quéntly Lieutenant-Governor of thé State. He 
entered Harvard University, and was graduated 
With high honors in the Class of 59. For one year 
afterward he filled the Chair of Chemistry at the 
university during the temporary absence In Etirope 
of Prof. J. P. Cooke, nis brothér-it-law. On leav- 
ing Harvard he entered the ministry as assistant to 


his distant telative, now Bishop Huntington, of the 
Diocese of Central New-York, who waeet the time 
Rector of Emanuel Episcopa! Church, in Boston. 

In 1852 he was chosen Rector of All Saints’ 
Church, Worcester, Mass., which Position he has 
ever since retained. Taking charge of the parish 
at a time when it was feeble and weak, ha 
has, through his earnest work and energy, brought 
it to such a condition of prosperity that it is now 
recognized as one of the model parishes of the 
United States. During his pastorate at Worcester, 
he has had frequent calls important parishes 
among others to Calvary Church, of this City, an 
was once chosen Bishop of Iowa, but he had be- 
come 80 strongly attached to Worcester that he 
has invariably declined. preferring to remain 
among thé people with whom he has labored so 
long and successfully. Since 1871 he has been pro- 
minently identified with the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and at the con- 
vention of 1880 presented a resolution calling for 
the revision of the Common Prayer-book. In the 
late convention at Philadelpbia he had charge of 
the measure, and through his masterly and concilia- 
tory management it was adopted. He haslong been 
& near personal friend of Assistant Bishop Potter, 
whom he succeeds, and who has publicly de- 
clared thatin the event of his retirement from the 
Rectorship of Grace Church Dr. Huntington would 
be his first selection for the succession. He is a 
man of great mental energy and activity, and in 
his power of clearly grasping and presenting a 
subject is probably without ao rival in the Episco- 
pal Church, The Rev. Phillips Brooks, of Boston, 
bas said of him: * Heis one of the very few men 
who can, when called upon, say just what they 
mean, and when said it will thoroughly cover the 
subject, atid then, without the addition of a sing C) 
upnpecessary word, retire from the discussion.’ 

His church views may be defined as those of a 
moderate Broad Church man, in this respect closely 
resembling those of his predecessor, whose 
methods of church work he is likely to 
follow. Physically he is of delicate organiza- 
tion. In social life he is noted for his tact and 
charming personal mannérs. His health has beé- 
come somewhat impaired by his labors in behalf of 
the revision of the Prayer-book, and by the advice 
of physicians he will prpbediy not assume charge 
of his new parish until late in the Spring, visiting 
Europe in the meantime. He isa widower with a 
family of four children, the eldest of whom, an 
only son, is a student at Harvard. 
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ALL ABOUT A PIPE LINE.

REPAIRING AN OLD LINE BY BUILDING A 
NEW ONE AND THE RESULT. 

Permission was granted by the Board of 
Aldermen on Oct. 80, 1877, to John M. Toucey to 
lay a 5-Inch pipe across the City through Sixty- 
fifth-street for the purpose of transporting oil 
from Saddle River to Hunter’s Point. It was ap- 
proved by the Mayor soon afterward, and in due 
time the pipe was laid. This line has now passed 
into the control of the National Transit Company, 


and is used by that organization in connection 
with the oil pipe lines from the oil regions to the 
seaboard. After nearly six years of continuous 
service the pipe, which was never very strong, be- 
came weakened, and last Winter it burst, flooding 
the gutter for the distance of a block, By some 
means the surface oil became ignited, but the fire 
was easily extinguished, damaging only the curb- 
stones, which were badly cracked by the heat. 

Since then the company nas watched the line ta 
prevent a similar mishap, and Jast Spring, applica- 
tion was made to the Board of Public Works for per- 
mission to repair the pipe. and James Halpine was 
appointed by the board to inspect the work and 
see that it was properly done and within therights 
granted bythe permit. As the company did not 
desire to discontinue the line while the repairs 
were being made, it was decided to lay a new line 
ofa superior quality of tubing. After this had 
been done, it was found that it would be cheaper 
to let the old pipe remain than todigitup. The 
inspector made no objection to this, and accord- 
ingly the pavement was relaid without its removal. 
Last week, after the work had been entirely com- 
pleted, the company disconnected the old line and 
began using the new one, 

Complaint was made to Tar Times yesterday 
that the company had taken advantage of the per- 
mission of the Board of Public Works to repair its 
old line by laying an entirely new one, thereby giv- 
ing it two complete lines across the City. Upon in- 
quiry at the Department of Pubife Works a re- 
porter ascertained that neither the Commissioner 
nor Deputy Commissioner kuew that there were 
two lines. The inspector had failed to report that 
circumstance. Later in the day, when the repre- 
sentative of the company ealied at the department 
offices to file the affidavit of the inspector that the 
work had been properly done, Deputy Commis- 
sioner Hamlin informed him that the old line would 
have to be removed. He said thatif the inspector 
had reported the matter at the time he would have 
so ordered it then, but as he had not done so, the 
failure would have to be remedied at once. Mr. 
T. M. Towl, the engineer of the company, said to 
the reporter that the o!d line net only had been 
discontinued but disconnected, so that its future 
use was altogether impossible. Parts of it were so 
rotten that the workmen had driven their picks 
through it. The company had no intention of 
using it, and bad only left it under ground because 
it was cheaper than to dig it np and cart it away. 
The work of removing it will be begun @s soon as 
the necessary permit can be obtained.

Congressmen from Oregon, who havé re-

who have left their reservation and are roaming 
«bout in the vicinity of ther oid haunts, causing 
much anxiety to the civilized people of that part 
of the country. Many settlers have even left theit 
homes forfearof a repetition of the crimes which 
were coummitted by some of these Indians during 
the Bannock war, and which led to their being 
taken as prisoners to the Yakama reservation. 


The Auditor of the Treasury for the Post 
Office Department has transmitted to the Uon- 


troiler ot the Treasury the papers in the case of 
Postmaster Frank Conger, of this city, who ap 
pealed to the Controlier from a decision of the 
Auditor made in the settlement of his accounts for 
the quarter ended Sept. 20, in which aceount he 
claimed $1,250 for salary, $250 of which was dis- 
allowed. The act of March 3 last provided that 
the salaries of Postmasters of the first. second, and 
third classes should be readjusted, the readjust- 
ment to take effect on Oct. 1, when the change in 
postal rates occurred. It also provided that thé 
salary of the Postmaster at Washington should be 
increased from $4,000 to $5,000 perannum. Mr, 
Conger holds that his asteey was increased from 
the date of the passage of the act, but Aud 
Ela took the position that the provision contained 
in the act that the increased salaries of first clase 
Postmasters should begin to run on Oct. 1, oper- 
ated to bar Mr. Conger’s claim, he being a Post- 
master of the first grade, and Congress having 
failed otherwise to specify a date.

AN UNDERGROUND ELECTRIC CABLE, 
SUCCESSFUL TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH 
EXPERIMENTS IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—For some time work- 
men have been laying an underground telegraph 
and telephone cable between the Capitol and the 
Office of Public Buildings and Grounds. This work 
was completed to-day, and Col. H. S. Waring, who 
invented the peculiar cable used; Col. A. FP. 
Rockwell, Henry Van MHovenburgh, the New- 
York electrician, and a number of army and 
Signal Service officers made experimental 


tests. The cable consists of six wires wrapped 
with an insulating material and imbedded 
in solid lead about an inch in diameter. Each 
wire is what is known as “ No. 14 copper,” being 
equal in conductivity to No. 7 iron wire. The 
cable is laid in a trench dug in the streets and ave- 
nues, and connects the Capitol, War, Navy, and 
State Departments, the White House, and the 
Office of Public Buildings and Grounds. To 
one of the wires telephones were attached. 
and te another, Morse telegraph instruments. The 
circuits ran side by side through the cable, but 
there proved to be no interference between the 
two. After a number of satisfactory tests other 
experiments suggested - by the visitors were made, 
and were satisfuctory in each case. Those who 
took part in the tests expressed their belief thata 
Jong step forward had beéa taken iu solving the 
problem ot underground telegraphing and teie- 


phoning.

Pants, Nov. 0.—The honors of the week 
have been divided between the elder Dumas 
gnd Mile. Farguetl, with a large share in favor 
of the latter. Politics have been put aside for 
the moment, and Paul Bert’s speech and M. 
Waldeck-Rousseay’s address have fallen flat 
on the publicear. It is always so at Paris. 
“La politique m’embéte et le théftre 
m’amuse” is the motto of the Parisian. The 
ceremonies at Dumas’s statue did not draw an 
fmmense crowd, although the day was fine. 
The fact is that the monument is not the result 
of a popular movement; it has been’ erected 
by the friends of the son as much as by the 
admirers of the father, “This statue would 
be in solid goid if all the readers of 
Dumas had subscribed a centime,” said M. 
About in his address. Yes, but unluckily 


- they did not, and it was only by the greatest 


efforts of personal friends that the necessary 
sum was raised. The truth is that the works 
ef the elder Dumas are going out of fashion. 
They were turned out in a hurry to amuse, 
and they lack the observation, research, and 
style which are necessary to keep a book alive 
lor succeeding generations. Readers of to-day 


‘sare more for the sad, analytical novel than 


lor the hearty laugh of Dumas. The statue, 
which was designed and cast by Gustave Doré 
at bis own expense, is a very successful one, 
and were it not for the disproportionate size 
of the pedestal and base the monument would 
be excelient from all points of view. As it is, 
the committee have placed the statue on such 
a bulky foundation that it is dwarfed in ap- 

ce, Dumas is represented as sitting in 
ap arm-chair, his pen in hand, as though he 
bad just tossed off one of his romances. On 
the base of the pedestal, in front, is a group 
of three figures—a boy and a girl reading 
one of Dumas’s books, while a working man 
listens with an air of profound admiration. 
On the rear d’Artignan is seated, his hand on 
his sword, as if guarding the novelist from all 
attack. On the two sides are tablets with 
p list of Dumas’s works. The speeches 
delivered at the unveiling, barring their 
tendency to over-eulogize Dumas, were 
bright and interesting and forcibly concise, 
for the city authorities would only permit the 
horse car travel to be interrupted during half 
anhour, M. Leuven, an old friendof Dumas 
and Chairman of the Statue Committee, 
opened the ceremony; M, Kaempffen repre- 
sented the Minister of Fine Arts, who con- 
tributed largely toward the erection of the 
statue; M. Camille Doucet and M. Jules 
Claretie spoke on behalf of tne Dramatic 


Authors’ Society, and M, Edmond About on 
behalf of the Society of the People of Letters. 
We must go back nine years, to September, 
1874, to find a parallel to yesterday's spectacle 
atthe Vaudeville. Nine years ago Virginie 
Dejazet took leave of the. stage at the old 
ThéAtre Italien, and yesterday Mile, Anais 
Fargueil made ber farewell bow to the public 
that she has charmed and delighted for the 
ld wien Although Mlle. Fargueil was 
rn at Toulouse in 1819, and made her first 
appearance on the stage in that city at the 
eariy age of 4 years, her real triumphs 
date only from 1852, when she created the réle 
of Marco, in Theodore Barritre’s ‘‘ Filles de 
Marbre.” She was designed by her father for 
the lyric stage, and after a thorough musical 
education at the Conservatoire she made her 
début at the Opéra Comique in 1834, in Adolphe 
Adam’s “ Marquise.” After creating two or 
three more new réles, she lost her voice and was 
obliged to give upsinging. She then took les- 
sons of Samson, and in May, 1836, appeared 
for the first time at the old Vaudeville as Ma- 
tnilde in the ** Démon de la Nuit.”” When the 
Vaudeviile was burned she went to the Gym- 
nase, where she met only disappointment and 
i t. Montigny was the Director, but he did 
pot give Mile. Fargueil a fair chance. He allot- 
ed ber inferior réies and kept her unemployed 
for weeks atatime. She finally got tired of 
this sort of work, and one day she left 
the theatre and the city. For five years she 
ran about the provinces, and it was only in 
1850 that she returned to Paris. She was en- 
gazed by Bouffé, the Director of the new 
audeville, then situated in the Place dela 
Bourse. She was slmost forgotten by the 
public, but Bouffé counted on her renewing its 
acquaintance with a bold stroke, He had 
just accepted the ** Dame aux .Camélias,” and 
lle. Fargueil was to be the Marguerite Gau- 
tier. She began the rehearsals, but two weeks 
afterward she fell ill, and Mme. Doche had 
the honor of creating the réle. The piece ran 
for a year. Mile. Fargueil wished to cancel 
her engagement and again try her fortunes in 
the provinces, but Bouffé would not release 
her. Just as her engagement was about ex- 
iring, Theodore Barriére and Lambert Thi- 
uet appeared with the ‘‘ Filles de Marbre.” 
The piece was an enormous success, and 
Mile. Fargueil was lauded to the skies 
by Gautier, Boyer, Jules Janin, Fioren- 
tino—in short, by all the great Parisian 
critics, Since that day she has not ceased to 
attract all Paris to her representations. Equal- 
ly fine in drama and comedy, Mile. Fargueil 
excelled perhaps in the sarcastic and spiteful 
réles. Besides being an actress of talent, 
Mile. Fargueil isa woman of heart and her 
charitable actions are not the least of her 
claims to the gratitude of the Parisians, Some 
time ago a member of a charitable committee 
called upon her for an offering in bebalf of 
some distressed cotton workers. ‘‘ Madame,” 
said he, after receiving her gift, ‘‘ your char- 
ity was never better placed.’’ ‘‘ Monsieur,’’ 
she replied, ‘‘we never give alms to working 
people; we share with them.” It is this woman 
who has so often made the Parisians laugh 
end cry, palpitate, tremble, and think, and 
the poor happy th atal! Paris saluted yester- 
day for the last time. 

The entertainment was as varied as the talent 
of the beneticiary; and, what is more remark- 
able, the programme announced was carried 
out with one exception, and this exception was 
not due to any failure of the artists to be on 
band, but to the emotion experienced by Mlle. 
Fargueil. It was a scene from the ‘“ Misan- 
thrope,” that was to be played by Mlle. Far- 
gueil and Mme. Bernhardt, but the former was 
so fatigued ana agitated that she did not dare 
fo appear on the stage a second time. Other- 
wise the programme was carried out to the 
letter. nd what a fine bill it was! It 
opened with a little one-act comedy plaved 
with great success last season at the Variétés 
by Cpristian and Mile. Rejanoe, and called *‘ La 
Nuit de Noces de P. L, M.;”’ the two creators 
of the réles interpreted them yesterday. 
Then came the second act of the ‘* Marriage 
of Figaro,” the special attraction of which 
was the three réles of the Countess, of Suzanne, 
and of Cherubin, played by three theatrical 
graces— Miles. Bartet, Reichemberg, and 
Jeanne Granier ; the effect of the interpretation 
was marvelous; Mile. Fargueil then appeaed in 
Meijhac and Halévy’s ‘‘ Brebis de Pamurge,” 
supported by Mlle. Blanche Pierson and M. 
Febvre of the Francais, and it ix needless to 
add that she played splendidly and was most 
enthusiastically cheered. M. Delaunay re- 
cited Victor Hugo’s poem of ‘* La Vie aux 
Champs ;” Mme. Kernhardt, Mile. Melcy, and 
M. Boyer gave the sleep-walking scene from 
Jules Lacroix’s version of ‘* Macbeth ;’”’ Mile. 
Van Zandt sang “Les Enfants,” by George 
Boyer and Jules Massenet, and the duet from 
** Mireille, ’> with Faure, The Coquelin broth- 
ers recited two monologues; Mme. Judic sang 
two of her characteristic songs; Faure sang 
bis ** Crucifix,” and accompanied Mme, Fidés- 
Devriés and Talzac in the trio from “ Faust.” 
Tho entertainment concluded with the merry 
farce of ‘* Monsieur Chonfleuri restera chez 
lui le,” played by Daubray and other mem- 
bers of the Palais Royal company and by 
Mile.

At the Opéra Comique 
80 years ago the annual receipts averaged 
about $111,600; the great success of ** La Dame 
Blanche” swelled them to $200,000: to-day the 
receipts are 440, In 1815 the Italiens, the 
fashionable theatre, took in $36,800; in 1841 it 
ained $132,200; when the new Italiens opens 
fais month its daily assured receipts will be 
$4,000. In 1799 the Palais Royal gained an- 
nually ¢87,000. When Brunet left it ana went 
to the Variétés the receipts of this latter thea- 
atre went up from $74,000 to $116,800. When 
Brunet went away the receipts fell. From 
1830 to 1840 they averaged $91,600; to-day, 
thanks to the popularity of Judic, the theatre 
gains over $300,000, hen Schneider played 
the “Grande Duchesse” at this theatre 
and attracted all Europe to it, the 
ross receipts were only $264,800, The 
audeville has had about the same luck as the 
Variétés. Two years ago its receipts were less 
than $200,000, but, now they exceed $2,400,000. 
Tne Gymnase opened in 1820, and in one week 
took in $4,100, which was thought to he a 
reat sum; to-day it gains more than that in 
wo days and two matinées, In 1821 its re- 
ceipts exceeded all those of the other theatres ; 
they rose to $150,000, and the fashion kept 
them up until 1880, The Revolution forced 
them down to $30,000, and they did not rise 
again until 1840.

At the drama theatres 40 years ago the receipts 
averaged at the Gaité $86,000; to-day thesame 
theatre recelves $142,400.

n 1840 the average receipts per night at the 
Gaité and Ambigu were $200, and the Di- 
rectors considered that sum reasonable. To-

This last year it gained over $200,000. In 1840 
the receipts of all the Parisian theatres com- 
bined were $1,140,400, To-day they are more 
than $4,000,000, and they go on increasing each 
year, Thissum does not include the amount 
taken at the small theatres at Batignolle, 
Montmartre, and Belleville, nor the receipts at 
the 84 café concerts spread over Paris, and 
which take a lot of money out of the pockets 
of the poorer class. This is a large amount of 
money to pay for amusement, but there is one 
consolation: while the well-to-do Parisians 
amuse themselves they have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the Public Assistance Society 
takes a strong percentage out of the Directors’ 
cash-boxes to help those poor persons who not 
only have no amusement but oftentimes want 
for the necessaries of life, 

We have had two new operettes this week, 
but only one «of them is worth writing about. 
The unsuccessful one was brought out at the 
Renaissance a few nights ago, and will soon 
follow its predecessor—“ Le Vertigo”—into 
obscurity. Really, the new management of 
the Renaissance is starting off ina bad way. 
At the Folies-Dramatiques, on the contrary, 
they seem to be working out of their difficul- 
ties, and the success of last evening will doubt- 
less set the theatre on its feet again. It is cu- 
rious how luck runs at the theatre sometimes. 
Pieces on which a great deal of time and 
money are spent frequently fail to please the 
public, while other pieces on which no ex- 
pectations are raised often jump into suc- 
cess with a bound. This new operette of 
‘* Francois-les-Bas-Bleus” belongs to the lat- 
ter category. It has been rehearsed under 
all sorts of difficulties, changes after changes 
have been made in it, no great outlays have 
been made for scenery and costumes, its com- 
poser is unknown—and yet its success 1s almost 
certain. Before its score was completely fin- 
ished its author, M. Firmin Bernicat, a young 
and unknown musician, died, and his friend, 
M. André Messager, has completed it. The 
libretto is by Messrs. Dubreuil, Humbert, and 
Burani. The scene is laid in 1789, just before 
the taking of the Bastile. Francois is a public 
letter-writer andsinger. He is in love with 
Fanchon, a little streeS singer, whom he has 
taught how to write. She was stolen from 
her parents, the Marquis and Marquise de 
Pontcornet, when very young, and at the 
time she gave her heart to Francois 
she was not aware of her noble 
birth. Her father and her aunt, tke Com- 
tesse Je la Savonniére discover her and take 
her away from her lover.

The people are delighted to think that a Mar- 
quis should be the author of a song of liberty, 
and they carry him about in triumph in spite 
of himself. The Government does not look at 
the matter in the same light, and so the Mar- 

uis is thrown into the Bastile, So save him, 

rancois acknowledges that he has played the 
trick, and the result of tnis confession is that 
he is sent to join the Marquis. During 
the entr’act the people take the Bastile 
and liberate the prisoners, The Marquis 
emigrates, taking his daughter with him. 
Francois becomes commander of the National 
Guard (Lafayette is pushed intoa back seat by 
the authors) and municipal delegate. The 
Marquis wants Fanchion to marry her cousin, 
De Lansac, but she remains faithful to Fran- 
cois. She quits London and comes to Paris, 
where she finds herlover. The Marquis is dis- 
covered disguised as'a cocoa-dealer, and he 
only obtains his liberty by consenting to the 
marriage of Fanchion with Francois. The 
story is not new nor the action very compli- 
cated, but there are a lot of very amusing 
scenes, and the piece does not lag. The music 
is of asuperior order. What part belongs to 
M. Bernicat and what to M, Messager I do not 
know, but the score honors both of them. It 
is full of gayety, is not commonpiace, ana is 
often elegant. The duet of the writing lesson 
in the first act is a jewel, and the dramatic air 
in the second act, in waltz measure, ** Espé- 
rance en d’ Leureux jours,” are morceaux that 
belong to the Opera Comique. In fact, the 
whole score is superior to what is heard nowa- 
days in operette theatres. The piece is well 
interpreted by the company, Mi/e. Jeanne An- 
dré and M. Bouvet at the head. 

The friends of Manet are making a collec- 
tion of the late artist’s works for exhibition, 
and the Minister of Fine Arts has given the 
use of the exhibition-rooms at the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts. Apropos of this favor here isa 
story, inédit, which wiil interest artists and 
amateurs: <A few days ago Gérome was visit- 
ing the heuse of a well-known American ama- 
teur here, and the conversation fell upon the 
Manet exhibition. Gérome expressed very 
forcibly his indignation that M. Ferry should 
grant the use of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts for 
the exhibition of the works of a man who dur- 
ing his life-time was a fierce enemy of the 
school and its teachings. M. Gérome showed 
the American amateur a letter which he had 
written tothe Minister, in his quality as Profes- 
sor of the school, protesting against the Manet 
exhibition being held in the Rue Bonaparte. 
‘* The only place fit for such an exhibition,” 
said the enraged Professor, “is the Folies- 
Bergére |” Itmay be remembered that one of 
Manet’s celebrated pictures was a sketch of 
one of the bars at this famous variety theatre. 
As member of the institute and an upholder of 
its traditions, M. Gérome is in his réle of op- 
ponent to Manet, but when he refers to the 
picture of the Folies-Bergére bar he opens the 
door for a similar attack from Manet’s 
friends. During the empire, when the Prince 
Napoleon did not make so many pious preten- 
sions as he does now when he wants to concili- 
ate the Catholic Bonapartists, he ordered of M. 
Gérome—or, at any rate, he bought—a picture 
representing a Grecian interior which can only 
be compared to certain rooms not shown to 
the average visitor at Naples. This picture 
was so outrageous that even the Prince Na- 
poleon finally thought it best to part with it. 
A colebrated picture-dealer here bought it and 
got M. Gérome to change the floor of the in- 

| terior, after which the picture was sold to a 
Turkish amateur. The few people who have 
heard of Gérome’s latest outburst 
Manet are recalling the Prince Napoleon pic- 
ture and laughing at 1ts author.

HIS DESIRE ONLY TO SERVE ART 
AND 1HE PUBLIC. 
CONTINUANCE OF HIS TESTIMONY AS TO THE 
DI CESNOLA COLLECTION—MR. BANGS 
AND MR. STICKNEY. 

Bad blood has been developed in the Feuar- 
dent-Di Cesnola suit between two of the counsel, 
Messrs. Bangs and Stickney, This has resuited 
apparently from an excess of interest in behalf of 
the respective clients of the two attorneys. There 
had been a little of this shown in sotto yoce com- 
ments earlier in the trial made between them, but 
no open quarre) was had until yesterday. Mr. 
Stickney made some remark about the “sweet 
temper of counsel,” at which Mr. Bangs took of- 
fense and demanded an apology. This Mr. Stick- 
ney refused to make, and Judge Shipman, in re- 
proving Mr. Stickney, made for him what Mr. 
Bangs accepted as an apology, Thereafter there 
was throughout the day a marked coolness be- 
tween the two. 

The hearing yesterday was taken up entirely 
with an examination. cross and redirect, of Mr. 
Feuardent. Nothing of importance was obtained 
by the counsel for the defense. Mr. Fenardent 


frankly admitted that he was perfectly willing to 
stand by the statements he had made in his vari- 
ous publications in which he had attacked the 
collection, and asserted that it was made up of un- 
related parts, repaired and restored with fraudu- 
lent intent. and was not what it was represented to 
be. He insisted upon it that the alleged discovery 
of Golgos and its temple rested solely upon Di 
Cesnola’s assertion, unsupported by that of any one 
else. He further stated that in his opin- 
ion Di Cesnola found personally but a smail 
portion of his collection, the greater portion 
aving been dug up by natives, of whom he 
purehased them. In several such cases he be- 
lieved Di Cesnola bad been imposed upon. This 
belief was based upon written statements he had 
from the diggers themselves and from Mr. Richter, 
a resident of Crprus, and other natives of the 
island. That the whole Golgos scheme was in- 
vented by Di Cesnola in order to stimulate the sale 
of the collection as a whole he believed. This be- 
lief was based upon tho fact that tne choicest 
parts of the collection had been disposed of 
to private collectors, and the Cypriotes were 
not readily salable. What Di Cesnola had told 
him personally in London, had published in his 
work on Cyprus, the statement published in the 
Hevue de ‘urin, and in the works of Calvin, Ceo- 
ealdi, and Lang, all confirmed him in this belief. 
Mr. Stickney read selections from a work on Cy- 
prus published by Mr. Newton, of the British Mu- 
seum, to prove that Di Cesnola had discovered the 
Temple of Golgoi. These were read after objec- 
tion by Mr, Bangs, who held that they were ef no 
consequence, as they were transcripts from Di 
Cesnola's works orstatements made by him. 

“Suppose,” said Mr. Bangs, ‘*Mr, Newton had 
said that Di Cesnola was a Major-General. Would 
such an sudacious assertion have bern evidence? 
Di Cesnoia is not an antique as yet, and Mr, New- 
ion is an authority on antiques and scientific sub- 
ects,’ 

Mr. Di Cesnola suddenly took an intense interest 
in the construction of the ceiling of the court- 
room. He moved about as though seated on a 
bed of nettles, kept his eyes away from those of 
the oceypants of the court-room which were bent 
upon him, and nervously filled his lungs and ¢heeks 
with volumes of air, which he ejected with a puff 
like a hiss. Altogether his appearance was that 
of aman who for some reason was very uncom- 
fortable. Mr, Feuardent said that his charge that 
the eoijlection was not what it was represented 
to be bad been sustained by Mr. Richter, a well- 
known archzologist. who had not only written 
letters to that effect, but had published his views 
in the Cyprus //eraid, As to the terms of the 
sale of the collection, he said, all he knew about it 
was what he had gathered from Di Cesnola's 
conversation with him. A eontract between Di 
Cesnola and Mr. J. 8, Morgan, in behalf of the 
Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum, was intro- 
duced, showing that the price paid for the col- 
lection was $50,000 in gold and the expenses of 

acking and transportation. This contract Mr. 
Sosactees stated he had never before seen, though 
Di Cesnola had told bim pe had made such terms. 

Mr. Feuardent defended his publication of an 
article commendatory of one figure in the collec- 
tion, that holding a cow’s head, by saying that 
when he wrote the article he believed the collec- 
tion to be what Mr. Di Cesnola had represented it 
to ve. His criticisms afterward were due to dis- 
eoveries of fraud. **A man may have confidence 
in another,” he said, “until the confidence is 
shaken by the discovery that he has given youa 
counterfeit bill. After he has done that you feel 
justified in looking carefully at every bill he gives 
you afterward, It was thesame principle here. I 
trusted Di Cesnola until I discovered. his frauds. 
Then I showed it up." 

* Are you better qualified as an expert now than 
you were in 1878?" asked Mr. Stickney. 

**Ob, yes,” answered Mr. Feuardent, “for Ihave 
since been studying Cypriote stone." 

** Well, how much hetter qualified as an expert 
did that make you?” 

“It made mé able to discover the changes in and 
the fraudulent character of the Di Cesnola col- 
lection.” 

Considerable time was consumed in attempting 
to show that Mr, Feuardent’s motives in making 
his exposures were malicious. This he denied, 
saying that what he bad done was wholly in the in- 
terest of art. He said: ‘I didn’t care anytning 
about their effect on Di Cesnola; didn’t think of 
it. I knew it would injure him, but didn’t care 
what the result to him would be so long as art and 
the public were served. I knew him to be playing 
a double part—a doubie game. I wanted to show 
him up, and so I published what I did. Later pub- 
lications after the alleged investigation were made 
to show that Dr. Prime and Di Cesnola made will- 
ful misstatements.” 

This closed the cross-examination, and Mr. Di 
Cesnola was called tothe stand by Mr. Bangs. He 
was not sworn, and merely stated that he coulda 
not produce either Feuardent’s bill for the care 
and storage of the antiquities in London or the 
mysterious papersigned by Mr. Feuardent in J. 8, 
Morgan’s office in London, as he did not have 
them. Then the redirect examination was begun. 
Mr. Feuardent said he still asserted that his bill 
was but £1,424, and that it was increased at Di 
Cesnola’s request to £2,800 solely for the purpose 
of enabliag him to get some ready money, 
of which he was then in need. He received 
but £1,400 of the money. and he produced 
his bank-book, which showed that on Nov. 15, 
1872, the date on which Di Cesnola bad drawn the 
£2,800, he had received and deposited Di Cesnola's 
check on Morgan for £1,400. On Dee. 12, 1872, the 
bank-book showed the deposit of £212, the amount 
which paid in full all his claims against Di Cesnola. 
This amount was also paid in a check on Morgan, 
and a receipt in full of all claims, which was pro- 
duced, was given, 

The hearing was adjourned at this point to be 
resumed on Monday next, at 1:30 P. M.

THE REPUBLICAN REORGANIZATION.

by the County Committee or by the primaries of 
each district.”

THE METROPOLITAN’S NEW GROUNDS AND 
EWING’S CONTRACT, 

The Metropolitan Club will no longer play 
on the Polo Grounds. Two olubs playing on the 
Same grounds last season proved to be unsatis- 
factory to the visiting clubs, and the result was 
that the American Association requested the maa- 
agers of tne Metropolitan team to find an inclosed 
ground elsewhere. A suitable place has been found 
in the plot of ground boundeé by One Hundred 
and Seventh and One Hundred and Ninth streets, 
and First-avenue and the East River. Man- 
ager Mutri9 has decided to begin’ the 
work of filling in the grognd, and in- 
closing it at once. Yesterday the Board

street from First-avenue to theriver. A lease of 
the place for a term of five years has been granted 
the Metropolitan stockholders. The grounds se- 
lected are very sultable for playing, but are not 
adjacent to the different elevated railroads like 
the Polo Grounds. They can be reached con- 
veniently, however, by the Second-avenue road, 
which has stations at One Hundred and Fifth and 
One Hundred and Eleventh streets. Manager 
Mutrie says he has a winning nine, and that they 
will draw ifthey played in Astoria.

CAPT. SLOCUMB AND HIS CREW. 


SAILORS CORROBORATING THE STORY OF 


MATE BLATER. 

Two more of the crew of the Northern Light 
were examined yesterday before United States 
Commissioner Shields in the case of the United 
States against Capt. Joshua Slocumb, who is 
charged with cruel and inhuman treatment of his 
second mate, Henry Arthur Slater. The first wit- 
ness was John Ericksen, a rather thiok-witted 
Swede, who testified to the facts sworn to by 


Slater. He denied that Slater had tried to instigate 
a mutiny, and said that he said to the men inthe 
forecastie; ‘‘ 1 don't want gou to get into trouble 
on my account. The Captain is goingto put me in 
irons,” Ericksen testifiea that on the morning after 
Siater bad broken his irons, he (the witness) was 
coming from the forecastie, when Capt. Slocumb 
tired at him with arifle and the bullet struckthe deck 
only a few feet from him. On different occasions 
he heard Slater crying from his pen that he was 
starving to death, or wasin great pain, and beg- 
ging for air and food or water. On cross-examina- 
tion, Mr. Burlingham asked: ‘* Were you one of 
the mutineers at New-London?” 

“*We were not mutineers,”’ Ericksen replied. We 
refused to work because we wanted things in bet- 
ter shape onthe vessel before we went any fur- 
ther. We didn't wantto be knocked around by 
the Captain. One of us had already got three holes 
in bis head; one had his leg broken, and I got my 
ear almost cut off.” 

Q.—Did you get into trouble with Capt. Slocumb 
at Yokohama’? A.—I overstaid my leave on shore 
one night, and the Captain gave me five days in 
jail for it. 

District Attorney Foster asked that the examina- 
tion of witnesses be confined to the matter imme- 
diately in question, whether or not Capt. Slocumb 
bad treated Slater inbumanly. “I will admit,” he 
said, ‘that the Northern Light had a bad and un- 
disciplined crew."’ While the subject of evidence 
was in question, Ericksen, who bad been glaring 
at Capt. Slocumb with hatred in hs countenance, 
suddenly exclaimed: “Captain told a man on 
board, on the yoyage out, that he'd poison him, 
and the man died only a little while after, and we 
were never told what killed him.” Thomas Frost, 
another seaman who had also heen imprisoned at 
New-London, testified to the same story related by 
Ericksen,. and said that the crew often heard 
Slater, from his pen bet ween the decks, calling for 
food and water, and shouting in agonized tones 
that he was dying. The examination was ad- 
journed until to-morrow.

LIKELY TO BLEED FOR ELECTRIC 
WIRH DAMAGES 
OPINIONS OF LAWYERS WELL WORTHY THE 
ATTENTION OF TAX-PAYERS—THE POS- 
SIBILITY OF A BIG FIRE. 

Mr. Overin, one of the owners of the horse 
prostrated and torturea on Monday evening by 
contact with a fallen Brush electric lignt wire on 
Fifth-avenue, said yesterday that there was no 
prospect of the animal's recovery. It could 
stand, and, when prodded, could feebly waggle 
one hind leg, but there its powers seemed 
to cease. For two hours, as Mr. Overin 
narrated the story, the poor brute lay en- 
during the foree of a current strong enough 
to charge the harness and the coupé attached, and 
to knock down men who touched them, before 
word could be sent to the Brush head-quarters 
and the current could be eut off. Hehad no donbt 
the electric light company wonld pay bis claim for 
damages without contest, but intimated that 
should they not do so, he was well advised that his 
right to recovery would not lie against them alone. 

This raised a question of no little moment to all 
citizens, particularly to property-pwners, as to 
how far the City is liable for damages to person 
and property caused by electric wires and poles 
in or over the public highways. 

Mr. L. E, Chittenden said yesterday: * The whole 
question depends upon whether the Common 
Council have any right to consent to or authorize 
the placing of these poles and wires in the streets. 
If they have a legal right to authorize 
them, and they are placed there under 
that authority, and in = an ordinarily 
safe and prudent manner, then the City is not lia- 
ble, because the act is one that is justifiable by 
law. That shows:the importance of the question 
now before the courts, whether the municipal au- 
thorities hayeany such power. I maintain that 


_they have not, because the charter of 1873 and the 


amendment of the charter in the revision of 1882 
both provide that the Common Couneil * shal! 
have no power to authorize the placing or contin- 
uing of any encroachment or obstruetion upon 
any street or sidewalk, except the temporary oc- 
cupation thereof during the erection or repair 
of a building on a lot opposite the same.’ That I 
hold to be an absolute probibition of authorizing 
the placing of electric light or telephone poles and 
wires or any other encroachments upon any street 
or sidewalk. The electric light cotopanies will un- 
doubtedly claim that as the act whieh authorizes 
them ‘to lay. ereet, or construct suitable wires or 
other conductors, with the necessary poles, pipes, 
&c., in, or over, or under the streets’ is a general 
act, applicable to ail the cities of the State, and 
that it repeals the prohibition against the encroach- 
ments in the City charter, but I think the Court of 
Appeals have directly decided in the case of Mo- 
Kenna against Edmonstone, (91 N. Y., p. 231,) in 
exactly such a case, that the general act does not 
have any effect to repeal an aot in any special city 
charter, 

*““My position fs, and always has been, that the 
City authorities have no right to authorize such 
encrvachments; that all poles and wires in the 
stree's—except telegraph poles—are unlawful, and 
that the parties who placed them there are liable 
for any damages which they cause. If I am right 
in that position, then, after the City has notice of 
the existence of those encroachments—those poles 
and wires—and fails to remove them, the City is 
liable for all the damages they cause, upon the 
same principle thatif a pile of Coke is put up in 
the streets improperiy, and the attention of a 
policeman is called to it, and itis pointed out tnat 
it is au unlawful and improper obstruction, if the 
C.ty does not remove it and anybody is injured by 
it, the City is Hable. If the unlawfulnesa of the 
erection of these electric poles and wirés in the 
streets is judicially decided, the City’s allowing 
them to remain makes the City liable for all the 
damage they do.”’ 

“Suppose that, as has happened already, one of 
those are light wires should, by touching a fire- 
alarm telegraph wire, destroy the fire-alarm ser- 
vice in a certain section of the City fora time. and 
that, as has not yet chanced, a fire should break 
out at that very time, and, for want of means to 
give alarm and summon engines, the fire shuuld 
gain headway and do very great damage before it 
could be checked, would the City then be liable for 
all that damage?” 

"Weil, that is a pretty difieult question to an- 
sweratonce, In that case the damage would not 
be directly caused by the unlawtul structure, but 
would be indirectly caused by it, because the 
means provided by law for giving alarm in case of 
fire have been destrcyed byit. If the evidence 
established the fact that the loss was caused by 
the wires of an electric light company, which dis- 
abled the Fire Department or made it incapable 
either of receiving the alarm or putting its means 
of checking a fire into operation, I do not know of 
any distinction or why the City should not be just 
as much liable in that case as in one where the fire 
is directly caused by the wires. 

“TI myself saw on the night of the Evacuation 
celebration, at the crossing of Thirty-eighth-street 
and Sixth-avenue, an arc light the carbon points 
of which had given out or were burned away, and 
the current was vassing through @ portion of the 
wire with such force that it heated it toa white 
heat—made nearly as brilliant a light as the ordi- 
nary electric arc—and while I watched it the wire 
burned off and dropped to the ground. Now, if 
that had happened in connection with a wooden 
building, or where that heated wire could have 
dropped upon combustibles, it would certainly 
have caused a fire, and it is very certain that if 
loss should occur through such means, and there 
was uo otver way of collecting damages, the City 
would, to say the least, be put to very great danger 
of having a large bill to pay.” 

Another lawyer, coinciding with the views of 
Mr. Chittenden, cited as apposite the opinion of 
Judge Daniels. in the General Term of the Supreme 
Court, January, 1877, in the caseof William H. 
Hume against The Mayor. A defectively con- 
structed permanent awning, under a weight of 
snow, fell upon the plaictiff, and an action was 
brought against the City for ellowing the structure 
to remain and so become liable for the damage. 
In his opinion Judge Daniels said: 

“The rule creating corporate liability must be 
very much Lhe same in all cases where the cause of 
the injury is produced by the act of a third person. 
And if the object unlawfully placed upon or over 
tne highway has been so long continued as to 
charge the municipality with knowledge of its ex- 
istence, it may very well be that in such a case as 
that it would become liable for neglecting to in- 
terpose the proper authority for its removal. The 
existence of an unlawful strueture, known to be 
so by the public authorities, would probably cre- 
ate such a duty for its removal as to render the. 
corporation liable forthe consequences of an in- 
jury resultant from neglecting to perform it.” 

A fire was started in Boston, on the 23d of 
November, by a Weston aro-light wire crossing 
another wire at No. 40 Pearl-street, and as those 
facts are presented to me, I regard that as an jllus- 
trative case wherein vhe liability of the city—the 
unlawfulness of those structures being determined 
—is beyond question.

THE REV. MR. MAGOWAN'S FUNERAL,

TELLING HIS PART IN THE ELEVATED ROAD 
LITIGATION, 

A drowsy atmosphere pervaded the room of 
the Common Pleas, Equity Term, yesterday, and 
only a Janguid interest was shown by the persons 
present in the trial of the suit of the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railroad Company against the Man- 
hattan Railway Company. The only relief to the 
monotony of the proceedings was afforded by the 
appearance of Frank R. Lawrence and by his 
emphatio declaration that it was not true that he 
he had tried to evade a subpeena ealling him to 
appear as a witness. He said he appeared 
yoluntarily and was ready to submit to 
examination. Gen. Francis C. Barlow, of counsel 


for the plaintiff, said he had sworn statements 
that falsehoods concerning Mr. Lawrence’s where- 
abouts had been tod at the latter’s office to 
ersons who sought to serve him with suppcenas. 

r, Lawrence again denied that he had tried to 
evade the service of the process. and said he was 
ready to testify, but objected to being kept in 
court for along time. Gen. Barlow had him served 
with a subpcena, and then said he would eall him 
when he was ready todo so. Burton N. Harrison 
Was examined, and then Mr. Lawrence was called. 

He testified that in the Summer of 1881 he, ag the 
attorney of Frank N. Weiler, a bondholder of the 
Metropolitan Company, began a suit in the Cour 
of Common Pleas to restrain the Directors of the 
company from distributing among the stoekhold- 
ers the money derived from the rental of the road, 
&c., on the ground thatthe mortgage forthe se- 
curity of the bondholders was a lien on that 
money, and to compel the Manhattan Compan 
to relinquish the possession of the Metropoil- 
tan’s road because it (the Manhattan) was in- 
solvent. Subsequently Mr. Lawrence said. he 
was employed by Attorney-General Ward 
to assist in the prosecution of the suit for the dis- 
solution of the Manhattan, and in the course of 
that employment he presented to Judge West- 
brook at Kingston the application for the appoint- 
ment of Reesivers of that company, Receivers 
having been appointed, Mr. Weiler’s anit was dis- 
continued because he (Mr. Lawrence) was of the 
opinion that the rights of the Metropolitan's bond- 
holders would be protected, the property of that 
company baving been taken out of the hands of 
an insolvent lessee and put into the care of the 
court. He had known Mr. Washington E. Con- 
nor for fiye or six years, and had been his 
acyiser in personal litization, but had net 
been the lawyer for W. E. Connor & Co., and 
had never done any law _ business for 
Jay Gould. When the purposes of the Weiler suit 
had been practically effected, another reason for 
its discontinuance arose through the fact that 
he (Mr. Lawrence) was wanted by his 
friend Mr. Connor and the other Diree 
tors of the Metropolitan Company to become 
eounsel for that corporation. He took the place 
and in it he assisted in the vreparation of the 
modified lease of Oct. 22,1881. While so assist- 
ing he received instructions from Russell Sage, 
who was the President of the Metropolitan, and 
from Jay Gould, In Mr. Lawrence's opinion the 
modified lease remedied the evils of which 
his elient, Mr. Weiler, complained in the previous 
Summer, by lessening the sums to be paid by the 
Manhattan to the Metropolitan and New-York 
Companies. Three other witnesses were ex- 
amined, but their testimony was not engrossing in 
interest. The trial will go on next Monday.

THE RED LIGHT IN THE SKY. 
From the Rochester Democrat, Nov, 28. 

The recurrence of the peculiar red light after 
nightfall—first noticed last Saturday evening—for 
three successive evenings, casts serious doubts on 
the theory that it is a phenomenon of refraction 
through watery vapor. Indeed, that theory must 
be abandoned. The peculiar light was seen Sunday 
night in this city, and wae visible in Buffalo on 


Monday night, although rain was falling at the 
time. The Vemocrat and Chronicle was apprised of 
the appearance in Buffalo Monday night by tele- 
phone. The fact that the rea glow was visible 
through the thin elouds caused some comment in 
that city. although the Buffalo papers failed to dis- 
cuss it, not being inclined to scientific observation. 
The shifting of the foeal point of this strange red 
light to the south, as it appeared last eveniug, was 
convincing proof that the theory of refraction by 
watery vapor was uutenable. It is evident that 
the phenomenon has something like perma- 
nence and belongs to our atmosphere. It is 
also apparent that the densest ortion of 
the meteor is drifting to the south-eastward, so it 
no longerappears above the sunset point. How 
widely extended this is itis impossible at present 
to state, as it has not been observed with suffi- 
cient care in other localities to enable us to give its 
boundaries, if it has any. Yesterday, a little be- 
fore noon, when the sun was partly hidden be- 
hind light clouds, we noted a pevuliar ashen haze 
beyond the elouds which caused a sort of halo of 
enormous extent. This phenomenon was visible 
every time the sun was hidden. It was evident 
then that some peculiar conditions existed in the 
upper regions of the atmosphere. These condi- 
tions are undoubtedly the source of the peculiar 
red light after nightfall. When the sun is shining the 
ashen haze is not dense enoughto shut out the rays 
of the blue end of the spectrum. But when night 
comes on, the blue rays are absorbed and the red 
rays are reflected to us, Last evening the red 
light in the south was examined with a prism, 
where the sky was out by the edgeof an interven- 
ing roof. The red end of the spectrum was strong- 
ly developed, and there was scaroely a trace of 
blue. We regret that a good spectroscope was not 
at our disposal. It might be possible to settle the 
question of the character of this phenomenon by 
spectrum analysis. But in the absence of such de- 
termination we propose an explanation whieh is 
founded upon experiments made by Prof, Tyn- 
dall. The explanation is that certain vapors de- 
composed by electric discharges have formed a 
stratum inthe upper regions of the atmesphere 
at a height determined by their density. This 
stratum og: 4 form a shell which completely 
surrounds the earth. But it is quite probable 
that it is loealized. The decomposition of the 
vapors has been accomplished by the tremendous 
alectric storms which have their origin in electric 
disturbance inthesun. It may be that these de- 
composed vapors have been accumulating forsome 
time, but the probability is tbat they are the result 
of the great electric storm which caused such 
widespread disaster on the lakes and the electric 
storms of last Wednesday which visited Arkansas, 
Missouri, Illinois. and Indiana. In the natural 
order of things this decomposed vapor will con- 
dense and disappear. If it persists, another ex- 
planation will force itself upon us; and that is that 
the shell is cosmic matter in extremely attenuated 
form, which the earth has gathered to itself in 
passing the November meteor streams, If the lat: 
ter theory is correct, we may expect that the phe- 
nomenon will persist for some time, if it does not 
become permanent. The red light in the sky will 
now be watched with peculiar interest if it does 
not disappear in a short time.

THE HARTFORD SNAILS. 

Some time this month aso-called ‘‘shower of 
snails’? was peculiar to Hartford, Specimens of 
these live snails having been sent to Tue Times 
office, they were forwarded to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution at Washington for Investigation. Prof. 
Sanderson Smith writes to Prof. Spencer F. Baird, 
the Secretary of the Smithsonian, in regard to 
these snails as follows: 


‘*The shells sent. having fallen in a shower at 
Hartford on Noy. 11, are specimens of a little land 
shell called Cionel/a sudcylindrica, formerly called 
Bulimus lubricus, with other synonyms. it hides 
under leaves and the back of decaying stumps in 
woods and groves, coming out after a shower, 
which was probably the case here. Ido not under- 
stand from the newspaper paragraph that Mr. I. 
W. Gray himself saw them descending from the 
air. The following quotation from ‘Binney’s 
Gould’s Inyertebrata of Massachusetts’ probably 
points out the the way in which the apparent 
shower was produced, ‘On visiting Oak Island, 
Chelsea, after a warm rain in October, I found the 
surface of the ground covered with theso shells in 
incaleoulable pumbers. Hundreds mights be taken 
up clinging to a single fallen leaf; asthe moisture 
evaporated they all disappeared beneath tha 
leaves.’"’

Cuicaco, Noy. 28.—The leading produce markets 
were less active to-day, though there was really a 
large volume of trading. Provisions ranged lower 
after the strain of the previous day, while grain sold 
higher, but turned back late tn the session. There 
were few new features in the trading, the prin- 


cipal one being that much of the buying on 
outside account seemed to be done on stop orders, 
limiting losses to a certain figure which could not 
always be observed. The trading was mostiy specu- 
lative, the ehipping movement being tame all round. 
Long operators were generally free sellers, 
being of the opinion that the advance was 
too pronounced to be sustained. Provisions 
were active and sO very much unsettled 
thatit was difficult to keep track of the movement, 
The trading was chiefiy in pork, and most of that for 
February.

MR. BLAINE ON TAXATION. 

In a letter to the editor of the Philadel- 
phia Press, Mr. Buarne has announced his 
views on the question of taxation. It will 
surprise no one to perceive that they are 
novel, not to say “spirited,” a word which 
is quite as applicable to other demonstrations 
of the Maine statesman as it was to his 
foreign policy before his retirement to a 
more or less permanent private life. 
Mr. Buatne honors the proposition of the 
Republican State Convention of Pennsyl- 
vania for a distribution of the surplus reve- 
nue among the States with « conclusive and 
somewhat elaborate refutation. Why the 
flyof Mr. Wiarton Barker’s invention 
should be crushed on the wheel of Mr. 
Buatne’s plain and convincing reasoning is 
for the author of the letter to explain. Per- 
haps his restless mind resorted to this excur- 
sion into the field of political discussion as a 
diversion. Possibly he found in his histori- 
cal researches some analogous bit of seri- 


ous idiocy, which aroused his attention, 


and, with an old journalist’s sense of the

WHAT RE-ENROLLMENT MAY DO. 

The re-enrollment of Republican voters 
in this City will of itself accomplish noth- 
ing. Whether anything is to be accom- 
plished under it depends on the use which 
the enrolled Republicans make of their 
power. The number enrolled is not suffi- 
cient to overcome the organized power 
of the machine under any loose 
method of merely appearing at primary 
meetings to vote, even with the protection 
afforded by the primary election law. The 
old associations will remain in existence as 
Republican clubs. They will be under the 
direction of the same leaders and managers 
as heretofore, whose methods and motives

that a high tariff, even on the mest essential 
raw materials, is necessary to keep up or to 
advance the wages of workmen, to the ac- 
tion of the New-Jersey Steel and Iron Works 
Company, which has just announced a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. in the wages of the 
men in its employ.

fluential members of these associations are 
in politics as a business. They either hold 
office or seek some sort of advantage to 
themselves from public patronage. They 
will be active and zealous, and their activity 
will not be confined to the few days on 
which actual preparation is made for the 
elections of each year. They will maintain 
their relations with politicians of a higher 
grade than their own, and seek at all times 
to hold the ‘“‘ inside track.”’ 


These machine politicians, with virtually 
an organization of their own in the district 
clubs, will still endeavor to control the 
choice of committeemen, delegates to con- 
ventions, and candidates for local offices. 
They will present their tickets at the pri- 
mary elections and have an organized force 
to carry them through. They will, in fact, 
continue to control the action of primaries 
unless they are met by an organized op- 
position. Voting against their ‘“‘slates’’ 
will be ineffectual unless tickets are 
pus up against them and sunnorted 


with a degree of skill and zeal 
proportioned to their own. It may be that 
the fact that their tickets will have to be 
submitted to the suffrages of a larger num- 
ber of Republicans than heretofore will 
make them more prudent and less reckless 
of the general sentiment of voters, but it 
will not prevent them from trying to ac- 
complish in the direction of their own pur- 
poses all that they find practicable. 

If the standard of party action is to be 
materially raised the Republicans who are 
opposed to machine methods and desirous 
of securing an actual representation of the 
party will in primary proceedings will have 
to be prepared for combined and organized 
action. They must strive to secure good 
representatives of the party sentiment 
and character on the district commit- 
tees and the County Committee, and 
direct their efforts with concentrated 
force when the time comes for choos- 
ing delegates and making nominations. 
It isno child’s play which they have under- 
taken, and they can accomplish nothing by 
languid efforts or by appearing at meetings 
unprepared fora contest. In every district 
they should make up their minds to take 
the power into their own hands. The old 
managers have done all they could to re- 
cruit their own followers in the enrollment, 
and they have calculated on indifference or 
lack of skill and zeal in those whom they 
cannot control. 

Whether the reorganization is to succeed 
or to fail depends on whether the Republi- 
cans opposed to the old order of things have 
sufficient interest in the cause and sufficient 
skill in organizing and energy in acting to 
control the primaries. Mere numbers will 
not doit. The experiment is an interesting 
and important one, and it is to be hoped that 
it will not share the fate that has befallen the 
County Democracy organization. 


THE HOME FESTIVAL. 


Of our two national holidays, Thanksgiv- 
ing may be said to have a purely local origin; 
Independence Day was originally celebrated 
by all the thirteen States. Thanksgiving 
was a religious festival, and commemorated 
a special deliverance.of the feeble colony on 
Massachusetts Bay. The Declaration of In- 
dependence appealed at once and directly to 
the patriotism and the love of liberty fos- 
tered in each one of the thirteen original 
colonies. The associations of that day be- 
came the joint possession of all the States, 
and, as one and another has been added to 
the group, each has succeeded to all 
that we hold in common in the glori- 
ous memories of the Fourth of July. 
It required many years to transplant 


‘from -New-England to other States the 


local institution of Thanksgiving Day. 
It was not until the stress and the strain 
of a civil war came upon us that the 
festivity assumed a national character. 
Previous to Lrxcoin’s Administration the 
Governors of the States made their own 
choice of a day for the annual giving of 
thanks, and without consultation with each 
other or observance of the movements of 
their neighbors. Ingenious people used to 
boast of the number of Thanksgiving Days 
they had enjoyed by judiciously touring 
among various States, taking them in the 
order of their movable feasts. All this was 
changed when LrxcoLn initiated a national 
thanksgiving festival, the last Thursday in 
November being, by common consent, fixed 
upon as the date when all the people should 
observe a day of jubilee. 

Like many another anniversary, Thanks- 
giving Day has lost much of its original 
significance. Perhaps itis not so much a 
loss but a change that the festival has under- 
gone. It was, as its title continually re- 
minds us, a religious rite which our fore- 
fathers celebrated. Incidentally, the feast 
of fat things which accompanied the return- 
ing of thanks for a bountiful harvest 
brought back to each family hearthstone 
scattered sons and daughters. It cannot be 
assumed that the thankfulness that should 
befit the time was less fervent and sincere, 
but it is true that the idea of home, its sa- 
cred associations, and its creature comforts 
gradually overlaid the original idea of 
Thanksgiving Day. As the celebration of 
the anniversary of the birth of CuHrrist, in 
the lapse of years, took the form of a merry- 
making, when friendly gifts were to be ex- 
changed, so Thanksgiving has come to be a 
holiday on which we have good cheer, 
gather up once more the links of family re- 
lationship, and hold an annual jubilee in 
the home. 

New-England has given us the funda- 
mental idea of self-government in the New- 
England town-meeting. And the town- 
meeting was modeled on the scheme of 
family government. Political economists 
have descanted learnedly on the varying 
degrees of strength with which home asso- 
ciations hold our peopie, the North being 
considered as the true home of homes, 
while in more genial climes home ties are 
less strong. It is useless to dwell upon 
these somewhat fanciful notions. The 
idea of home is very dear to all Ameri- 
cans, North or South. To be sure, some of 
our more recently developed national traits 
are hostile to domesticity; but the eagerness 
with which Thanksgiving—our home festival 
—has been accepted and adopted by every 
community in the Republic is ample proof 
of our domesticity. We cannot well lose 
sight of the purpose and spirit of the found- 
ers of this semi-religious celebration. But, 
so long as the family and the home are dear 


to us, the day will be sacred.

that appeared before Justice PatrsRson, 
the man who had the money had a good 
title to it and could'have held it, and was a 
fool to giveit up. Most certainly Sotomon 
could not have recovered it from him here, 
whether or not he could in England, by a 
civil suit or acriminal prosecution before 
a court that paid any attention to the law of 
the land. 

Moreover, SoLomon’s case no more ap- 
peaied to the ‘‘ equity side’ of Justice Pat- 
TERSON than it did to his strictly legal side. 
The man Soromon had been gambling, it 
seems, with a number of passengers, and 
had generally won, and pocketed his win- 
nings, and the losers had regarded him and 
the man who won his winnings as “‘ pals,” 
so to speak, before they fell out. There 
never was a less meritorious complaint made 
before a magistrate than that of SoLomon. 

This case may do some good, however, if 
it calls the attention of the steam-ship com- 
panies to the extent to which gambling has 
been carried on their vessels. Two or three 
years ago a case of gambling, although it 
did not get into the courts, or even into the 
newspapers, created a great scandal among 
the passengers of a steamer of another line 
than that on which this case occurred. Pas- 
sengers lost money throughout the voyage 
to three or four of their number, under cir- 
cumstances which gave rise to the suspicion 
that the winners were a gang of sharpers or- 
ganized to ‘* work the ship.”” In old times, 
when the passage was a matter of a 
fortnight, passengers grew intimate enough 
witheach other to know with whom they 
were playing cards. But such knowledge 
is not possible with the three or four hun- 
dred passengers of a popular ship in the 
crowded season when the voyage isa matter 
of a week. Passengers can, of course, pro- 
tect themselves by refusing to beguile the 
tedium of the voyage by playing with 
strangers. But it seems that the steam-ship 
companies themS8elves might do some- 
thing to protect passengers by prevent- 
ing play for any but very small 
stakes in the public smoking-room of 
asteamer. What passengers do in their own 
cabins is their own affair, andif pigeons 
choose to retire jnto privacy to be plucked 
nobody can properly prevent them. But 
there is no more reason why high play 
should be permitted in the public rooms of a 
steamer than in the public rooms of a re- 
spectable hotel. If some check is not ap- 
plied the European tourist may soon expect 
to see in the smoking-room of his steamer 
the sign which used to adorn the sa- 
loon of North River steam-boats and the 
cars of suburban railroads: ‘‘ Beware of 
well-dressed strangers who invite you to 
play cards.’’ Perhaps it would be well for 
the tourist, even now, to lay this admoni- 
tion to heart without waiting for the placard. 


THE PARK MENAGERIE. 


A remonstrance was yesterday announced 
to be in circulation against the assumed de- 
sign of the Park Commissioners to establish 
the alleged zoological collection on the 
meadow north of the reservoir in Central 
Park. Tue Trues on Sunday called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Park Commissioners 
had already rescinded the resolution direct- 
ing the change, and there is, therefore, no 
action left against which to protest. 

Public opinion has been very emphatically 
expressed against the proposed change, both 
before and since it was decided not to make 
it. Perhaps the public is to blame for permit- 
ting the Commissioners to believe that there 
is no public opposition to the projects they 
may entertain until these projects take the 
form of positive enactments. On the other 
hand, it would be well for the Commission- 
ers, instead of letting the public find out 
from their resolutions what they mean to 
do, to invite public discussion before instead 
of after taking corporate action. 

Public opmion has been expressed de- 
cidedly enough upon this proposition, and 
might have been expressed upon other proj- 
ects if the public had known about them 
before they were irretrievably executed. 
This is éspecially desirable since the official 
ground seems to be that no specialists are 
needed any longer in the Park Department. 
If one man’s opinion is as good as another’s, 
even an expert has a right to promulgate his 
opinion for what his fellow-citizens may 
consider it worth, and in this way the Com- 
missioners may gratuitously get the benefit 
of professional advice as weil as of uxin- 
structed public sentiment. 





THE “ NORTHERN LIGHT” CRUISE. 

There can be but one opinion as to the 
conduct of Capt. Stocums, of the Northern 
Light. Whatever may have been the offense 
of the unhappy wretch whom he tortured, 
the fact that Srocums treated him with in- 
human barbarity is past contradiction. The 
mere imprisonment of the man in the hole 
where he was found by the officer who ar- 
rested him is sufficient proof that SLecums 
is a brute who deserves the severest punish- 
ment. 

The 77ibune, in commenting on the affair, 
expresses the opinion that the notorious bar- 
barity of American mates and masters to- 
ward the seamen under their command is 
due to the decadence of our merchant navy, 
and remarks that in the days of .the Cali- 
fornia clipper ships the seamen who manned 
them were exceptionally well treated. In 
point of fact, these clipper ships were noto- 
rious as ‘‘ floating hells,’’ and were chiefly 
manned by sailors shipped when they were 
drunk—all sober men being very careful to 
keep out of them. Then, as now, the brutal 
treatment of sailors was mainly confined to 
American ships, and intelligent American 
seamen shipped on board British vessels for 
that very reason.

Not until we adopt the British system of 
granting certificates to mates will we have 
a class of mates in any way equal to those 
in the British service. Until this is done, 
we may expect that sailors will be trested 
on board American ships in a way that will 
keep all decent men out of them, and that 
stories like that of the Northern Light, or of 
the mutiny on board the Challenge—one of 
the Tribune’s happy California clippers— 
will continue to be characteristic of Ameri- 
can ships—and American ships only.

THE SPANISH COLONEL. 


The visit of the Crown Prince to Spain 
has thus far been very successful. ALFONSO 
has made him Colonel of a Spanish regi- 
ment and given orders to have a uniform 
made for him. The uniform is much more 
gorgeous than that of the Uhlan regiment of 
which ALFonso was made Colonel. The 
guitar is fitted with solid silver tuning 
screws, and bears on the back in gilt lettérs 
the number of the regiment and a list of the 
revolutions in which it has taken part. 
The cigarette pouch is of enameled Russia 
leather, and holds twenty-five rounds of 
cigarettes, and the sabre-tasche contains 
a list printed in gold letters of the 
names of all the distinguished  bull- 
fighters of the present century. The rest 
of the uniform consists entirely of gold lace, 
and the epaulets are of the patent reversi- 
ble type, so that by merely turning them up- 
side down they become the insignia of a 
Brigadier-General. These patent epaulets, 
it might be remarked, were invented by 
Marshal Szrrano, and in a country where 
all army officers are promoted immediately 
after every revolution they have naturally 
been found to be very convenient. Of 
course, the Crown Prince’s Colonelcy is 
purely honorary, and he will not be obliged 
to take part either in the fandango drill or 
the revolutionary duties of his regiment. 
His appointment is a mere compliment, 
and its only serious consequence will be the 
exasperation of the French. 

Those intelligent people will now con- 
ceive that Spain is encouraging Germany to 
acts of hostility against France, and that 
ALFonso, by giving the Crown Prince a 
Spanish regiment, has virtually said to Bis- 
MARCEK, ‘‘ Don’t be afraid of those French- 
men, for I’ll back you.” This is sufficient 
ground for infuriating the French press, 
and we may expect to see M.*Rocu#Eerortr 
and other able editors attacking Spain and 
Germany with yards* of powerful articles. 
It would be impossible to convince a French 
editor that the gift of a Spanish regiment to 
the German Crown Prince was not meant 
as an insult to France. Nothing is done in 
Europe except with a view to its effect upon 
France, if we may believe the French press. 
Even the earthquake in Ischia was a clev- 
erly devised scheme for inducing French- 
men to give money to Italians wherewith to 
prepare for war with France. 

But little care Atronso and Frrrz for 
French newspapers. They feast gayly upon 
Spanish garlic, drink deeply of Spanish 
wines made in London, and play duets on 
their guitars in the presence of scores of 
beautiful ladies with black mantillas over 
their heads and castanets between their 
fingers—such being the Court dress of the 
Queen’s ladies of honor. They are content 
to let the Frenchmen rage and the French 
editors imagine any quantity of vain things. 
At present the French bark is far worse 
than the French bite. In fact, the teeth 
drawn at Sedan and Metz have not yet been 
replaced by a set capable of effective biting. 


The attitude of France, as disclosed in 
the communication of the Ministry to the 
Committee of the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday, does not appear promising for peace 
between that country and China. The 
French Ministry insist upon occupying Bac- 
Ninh and Sontay. China regards the former 
as the ‘“‘key to the empire,’”’ and explic- 
itly threatens to ‘‘make her rights re- 
spected.”? In the Chamber, M. Ferny de- 
fiantly refused any reply to the question of 
M. CLEMENCEAU as to the memorandum 
from China relating to the proposed attack 
on Bac-Ninh. The only hope of undisturbed 
peace now rests in the possible mediation of 
one or more of the European powers at the 
last moment, and in this M. pgE Biowrrz, 
the Paris correspondent of the Z¢mes, still 
expresses strong confidence. 


One of our subscribers in Baltimore asks us 
to tell him when and why the navy pension fund, 
which is mentioned inthe public debt statement 
with the bonds as part of the interest-bearing 
debt, was created and when it is payable. The 
history of thisfund may be interesting to others, 
for we can safely assume that it is not generally 
known. The fund now amounts to $14,000,000, 
upon which interest is paid at the rate of 3 per 
cent. It was originally established in 1799, when 
it was provided that all money accruing 
to the Government from the sale of naval prizes 
should remain forever afund for the payment of 
pensions to naval officers and seamen. in Mareb, 
1837, the fund amounted to $1,115,329, the income 
of which, $68,101, was paid to 561 pensioners. In 
that year the entire fund was swept away by un- 
wise legislation. An arrears act was passed, under 
which it was soon exhausted. One widow drew 
$22,950 for arrears. But the pensions were 
afterward paid, the publio faith having 
been pviledged to make good any 4deficien- 
cy. In the war of the rebellion the 
fund grew again, and in 1864 a law was enacted di- 
recting ‘that it should be invested in registered 
securitiesof the United States. In December of | 
that year the first deposit on account of this loan— 
$5,000,000—was made, but not until 1863 was the 
rate of interest fixed by law at 3 per cent.. The in- 
terest, amounting to $420,000 a year, is used in pay- 
ing pensions *‘to the officers, seamen, and marines 
who may be entitled to receive the same.” 
Although the fund appears -in the month- 
ly statement as 4a part of the in- 
terest-bearing debt, it can hardly be | 
considered a part of the public debt of the United 
States. It does not appear that bonds have ever 
been issued to cover the amount deposited. The 
deposits were entered on the books of the Treas- 
ury Department as if on account of the “ tempo- 
rary loan” authorized by the acts of 1862, and since 
the passage of the act fixing the rate of interest 
the interest seems to have been properly a perma- 
nent appropriation of $420,000 a year, applicable 
exclusively to the payment of navy pensions

AMUSEMENTS. 


MME. PATTI AS AIDA. 

During the last decade, since the first pro- 
duction in this country of Verdi's latest and great- 
est opera, there -has been no lack of prima donnas 
willing to attempt the arduous réle of Aida. From 
Mlle. Torriani, who so creditably sang the mustio 
of the enslaved Nubian Princess when Mr. Strak- 
osch and Signor Muzio first revealed the beauties 
of this masterwork to New-York opera-goers, to 
Mile. Paolina Rossini the character has had many 
gifted and popular representatives. Honors have 
been won in it by Miss Kellogg, Mme. Potentini, 
Mme. Marie Réze, and Mme. Emilie Ambre, the 
last-named being the artist who most effectively 
realized the idea! of the heroine from a dramatic 
point of view and invested the part with an 
Oriental grace and tragic intensity which made 
her effort a memorable one in spite of her some- 
what worn voice. To this notable list of imper- 
sonators of Aida it remained for Mr. Mapleson to 
add one who can with ease eciinse all the glories 
of her predecessors, so far as the music {is con- 
cerned, in the person of Mme. Adelina Patti. Mme. 
Patti's first appearance in the character was made 
last evening at the Academy of Musie before a 
numerous audience. She was followed in her ren- 
dering of the rich, passionate, and highly dramatic 
music with almost breathless interest, and was re- 
warded after each act with rousing cheers, with 
hothouse flowers wrought in fanciful designs to 
serve as trophies of victory, and with more 
recalls than it would be possible to num- 
ber in the absence of an accurate official 
estimate. And it may be said here that 
the setting of this noble performance, the work 
of the band and chorus and the supporting artists, 
while not reaching the high standard of excellence 
fixed by Mr. Maplesen in former productions of this 
opera, was in many respects praiseworthy, while 
the scenery and dresses were appropriate, and the 
large corps of dancers and supernumeraries gave 
evidence in their evolutions of careful training. 

It was not to he expected that Mme. Patti, in her 
portrayal of Aida, would reveal any hitherto un- 
discovered depths of passion, or that she wonld 
give new meaning or force tothe familiar scenes 
which have in former years engaged the best 
efforts of so many of her sister artists. It 
was to her treatment of the music, rather, 
that the attention of the audience was di- 
rected. All the more, therefore, was the really 
powerful and well-sustained acting of the prima 
donna last evening a surprise to the audience, and 
how earnest and impassioned her acting was is 
sufficiently indicated by the fact that in the third 
act one could actually forget the faultless beauty 
of the singer’s voice in the reality of the dramatic 
situation. In other words, the wonderful art of 
Patti, for the time being, was overshadowed by 
the anguish of Aida. 

Unlike most of the charaeters which hold favored 
places in the repertory of this great artist, Aida 
rarely occupies the stagealone. The two seenes 
in which Aida only figures by no means afford the 
singer who essays the réle her best opportunities. 
Yet it was from Mme, Patti’s rendering of these 
scenes that last night’s audience naturally ex- 
peetec the most enjoyment. The wide scope of her 
voice,andthe purityof every note in it, enable her 
to render the “ Numa, pieta”’ and the “O cilell 
azzuri’ in a manner never before equaled upon 
our stage. Both of these arias awakened the en- 
thasiasm of the audience, and in these alone Mme. 
Patti could easily have satisfied the expectations 
of her hearers. But throughout the opera she 
rarely spared herself, and her clear tones rang 
above the clamor of the band and choristers in the 
highly effective finale to Act IL, and gave rich 
color to the concerted music in the sueceeding 
acts. This performance was, indeed, in its entire- 
ty, so beautiful and artistic that it is to be hoped 
that the Director will see fit to give Verdi’s opera 
again during the season which is now closing.

METROBOLITAN OPERA-HOUSE. 

Mozart's noble work, *‘ Don Giovanni,” was 
produeed at the Metropolitan Opera-house last 
evening before a very large audience, which was 
evidently puzzled because it could not arouse itself 
to enthusiasm over the immortal music. “ Don 
Giovanni,” properly done, ought never to fail in 
touching the heart and waking unlimited admira- 
tion. Da Ponte’s libretto is excellently con- 
structed, and well suited to the requirements 
of the composer. The succession of arias 
and ensembles is artistic and the text is full of life. 
Of Mozart’s music it is not necessary to speak. It 
hits upon the correct expression with marvelous 
ease and certainty. Every human emotion is ably 
depicted. With such music we can follow the 
composer into the soul of every situation, and we 
can follow without fear. The technical beauties of 
the work are surpassingly great. The mastery of 
form shown in the two grand finales is worthy of 
the sublime genius whose invention these particu- 
lar forms was. In the face of these facts the eause 
of last night’s apathy on the part of the audience 
must be looked for in the performance. It is re- 
corded that the original cast of the opera in its 
production at Prague made upin zeal and energy 
what it lacked in talent. These same important 
qualities, zeal and energy, were the lacking ingre- 
dients of the performance.

IN CAPTIVITY FOR SEVEN YEARS. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Nov. 28.—Sebastian Beck, 
a German shoe-maker, has returned to St. Louis 
after aterm of seven years spent among the sav 
ages. He says he started for San Francisco from 
here seven years ago, and when camped some 
where between Deadwood and Custer City his 
party was surrounded one night by a band of hes- 
tile Indians and taken captive. The Beck family 
was bDiindfolded and tied to the backs of ponica 
and carried off by tne Indians. Beck says he 
rode seven days and seven nights without 
food or water, and at the end of tbat 
time was permitted to dismount, more dead 
than alive. His wife and children he never saw 
again. The indians,a tribe of Sioux, compelled 
him to paint bis fave and dress in the Indian man- 
ner. Then they married him to a squaw, by whom 
he now has two papooses. He was made to earn 
his living by fishing and hunting. He says he was 
in the viclnuity of the Big Horn River when Gen. 
Custer was murdered and afterward when Sitting 
Bull-was captured. At length, after a captivity of 
seven years, Beck made his escape from British 
Columbia, where his captors now are, and by great 
difficulty reached this city. He speaks the Siouy 
dialect fluently and appears to be attached to hi 
Indian wife and children.

CANADIAN BANK STOCKS. 


A DECLINE IN VALUES OF TEN AND A HALF 
MILLIONS IN ONE MONTH. 

MonTREAL, Nov. 28.—That there has been a 
decline in bank stocks during the last half-year is, 
of course, well known, but there are prob- 
ably few persons outside.the actual stock market 
who have any idea to what extent the decline has 
gone during the last three months, that is to say, 
since Sept. 1. In the prineipal bank shares dealt

Thus it will be seen that in the above ten stocks 
alone the depreciation has been more than §,600,- 
000, and if thereto were added the depreciation in 
other Canadian bank stocks,the amount would 
probably reach some ten and a half millions. That 
so considerable a decline could have taken place 
without causing a distrust in business circles, or 
giving rise to special comment, is certainly an evi- 
dence of the sound condition of the commercial 
interests of the country. 

There was some exeitement in the stock market 
to-day caused by rumors of trouble in two dry 
goods houses, but the ramors may be said to have 
no foundation. The principal firmin question claims 
a surplus of a million and a half, and the report of 
their being in difficulty is not generally credited. 
The same firm was spoken of some six weeks 
ago, and the members then personally denied 
any embarrassment whatever, claiming to be 
stronger than they had ever been. The market 
was ective, the long stock coming out very freely, 
and being taken up by the shorts, who 
closed out a considerable part of their interest, 
Bank of Montreal teuched 17134, a drop of 44% per 
cent., and then rallied to 172% bid, 173 
paid at the close. Merchents’ was sold 
down 244 to 108, and closed with buyers at this 
figure, sellers at 10344. Commerce fell off 4 
to 117, rallying at the close to 11734. 
Ontario after selling 544 per cent. Jower at 93 re- 
covered to 9314 and 944%. Toronto declined 4 per 
eent. to 159 and closed firmer at 160 bid, 1 asked. 
Peeopie’s was fairly steady for shares, selling at 
60inthe afternoon.

A general dis- 
cu sion was had on the subject of arbitration as 
asubstitute for war and the establishment of 
an international congress for arbitration. Ad

Resolutions were presented by Judge 
Pierce, of Philade!phia, suggesting to the interna- 
tional leagues of Europe and America, when dif- 
ferences tending to war may arise between na- 
tions, to urge upon their respective Govern- 
ments to inquire of the Governments of 
the differing nations the causes of the dif- 
ferences for the information of their people.

Bork Cimes, Chursday, 


ACAR TWICE TURNEDOVER 


SIXTY-FIVE PERSONS ROLLED 
DOWN AN EMBANKMENT. 
AN ACCIDENT IN MASSACHUSETTS WHICH 
INJURED MANY PEOPLE, HALF A DOZEN 
OF WHOM WILL PROBABLY DIF 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 28.—Shortly after 
2 o’clock a disaster oecurred to passenger 
train No. 45, on the Boston, Barre and 
Gardner Railroad, leaving Winchendon at 12:20, 
and due in this city at 2:2 P. M. 
The train consisted of a locomotive, baggage, 
smoking, and one passenger car, and the latter, 
which was the rear car. was densely crowded with 
people, mostly on their way hither to enjoy the 
Thanksgiving Day holiday. The total number of 
passengers was 65, of whom a large proportion 
were women and children. The train bad just 
made a stop at North Worcester Station, five miles 
from this city, and had started up again, when 
on a sharp curve, upon a steep embankment 39 to 
40 feet high, the front truck of the passenger car 
jumped from the rails and the wheel sbegan bound- 
ing over the ties. 

Fortunately the train had attained aspeed of 
only about eight miles an hour, and one of the 
passengers sprang for the bell-rope and pulled 
it sharply. The engineer promptly eet the 
air-brakes, but the brake-rod on the derailed track 


was broken, and the rear truck brakes hold- 
ing, the oar, after bouncing along on the 
ties for 150 feet, went over the edge of 
the narrow steep embankment, rolling over twice 
in its descent. The shock broke the coupling 
to the smoker, and the forward part of the 
train did not leave the track. The ear 
was badiv shattered in its fall, all the win- 
dows, lamps, and other fixtures. being 
smashed, and the flying fragments of glass 
created sad havoc among the faces of the 
passengers. Fortunately, the frame of the 
car held together so that it was not crushed like an 
ege-shell, and, still more fortunately, the fasten- 
ings of the heater did not give way, so that the 
horrors of a fire among the shattered wordwork 
were averted. 

The passengers were thrown together in a 
confused mass at the side of the car. 
One girl, Katie Drislane, a servant in the 
employ of C. C. Davis..a druggist. from 
Walpole. N. H., who was accompauying bis family 
here to spend Thanksgiving Day, was found on the 
opposite side of the ear to that which she 
had occupied, with her head and one arm 
thrust through a window and her head between the 
window casing and the ground. A number of 
wounded people were piled upon her, and 
when they were removed it was discov- 
ered that her arm owas_ so_ closely 
pinned that she had to be _ extricated 
by the use of saws, which took over an hour. Not 
one of the 65 persons in this car escaped some in- 
jury, and 37 were seriously hurt, of whom half a 
dozen are believed to be fatally injured. 

The forward cars were crowded with men, 
many of whom had given up their places in the 
rear car to the women and children, and 
as soon asthe train could be stopped, they has- 
tened to the rescue of the wounded and worked 
like Trojans. Doors were removed from the cars 
and used as stretchers, and the injured persons, as 
fast as extricated, were tenderly conveyed to the 
houses of residents in the vicinity, who cheerfully 
threw open their doors and did all in their power to 
alleviate the sufferings of the wounded. Many of 
them were suffering the most intense agony, and 
no surgical assistance could be obtained for over 
two hours, when a relief train, made up in this 
city and filled with surgeons, was sent to the 
spot. The victims were all:removed to this city, 
and several were taken to the City Hospital, while 
others were able to be assisted to their destina- 
tions. There was hardly a second’s warning of the 
disaster. The bumping of the wheels over the ties 
and the sudden roll down the bank was followed 
g0 quickly by the crash at the bottom that 
the oceupants hardly had time to know that 
something had happend. when they found them 
seives in a bruised and bleeding mass in the 
bottom of the wreck. 

The cause of the accident at this particular 
point is obscure, The road is poorly built, laid 
with iron rails which are badly worn, 
and the ballasting is very defective. The 
curve is sharp at this point, and the embankment 
very narrow, steep. and high. [t is possible that 
the investigation may disclose a defect inthe car 


truck.

JOHN DALTON LOCKE. 

Jobn Dalton Locke, the well-known tinware 
manufacturer, died at Whitestone, Long Island, at 
a few minutes before 9 o'clock yesterday morning of 
Bright's disease. Mr. Locke was born at Kensing- 
ton, N. H., in 1809, of Scotch-Irish parentage. He 
left home when he was 13 years of age with his 
fortune, consisting of two York shillings in his 
pocket, and went to Meriden, Conn., where he 
learned the tinner’s trade. He ther moved to 
Geneva, N. Y., and began business for himself. He 
soon found this village too small for his ambition 
and he came to this City in 1827,when he established 
the business which he was connected with up to the 


time of his death. His first place of business was 
in Water-street, where the National Stove Works 
arenow. He soonremoved to Gold-street and lived 
over his store. At first he manufactured his goods 
in New-York, but in 1850he moved his factory to 
Whitestone, where he erected large and commo- 
dious bulidings. He was largely instrumental in 
building up the village. He was a part owner of 
the old steamer Croton, which was the only regular 
means of communication between that place and 
New-York, and was also interested in other vessels. 
He was the prime mover in the building of the rail- 
road giving Whitestone connection with this City. 

During his business career he had many part- 
ners, with wbom he seldom agreed, for he was in- 
clined to be headstrong in his opinions and arbi- 
trary in his measures. Among his partners was E. 
Ketchum, who is now carrying on the same line of 
business on Beekman-street. In 1872 his son, John 
J. Locke, and Mr. Philiey entered into business 
with him. Two years later a disagreement oc- 
curred, in consequence of which the factory was 
closed until 1876. It finally resulted in the de- 
ceased man obtaining control of the business 
again, which he maintained until last Novem- 
ber, when, owing to his failing health, he 
organized the J. D. Locke Company, with him- 
self as President and W. D. Marvel, of Flush- 
ing, Vice-President. Last June Mr. Marvel re- 
tired and wassucceeded by Mr. A. H. Wells, a 
son-in-law of Mr. Locke. Since then he never vis- 
ited this City. His wife died several years ago. 
Be leaves three sons and one daughter, Charles 
and Aubin Locke, who are out West, and Frank, 
who is the manager of the factory. Mr. Locke 
was an energetic, shrewd business. man, close in 
his calculations, but liberal in his dealings. He 
was a life-long member of the Episcopal Chureh. 
His funeral will take place at 2:30 Sunday after- 
noon from his late residence. The interment will

LOSSES BY FIRE.

Fire broke out yesterday afternoon in Bal- 
timore in the double four-story warehouse at Lom- 
bard and Frederick streets, oceupied forstorage by 
AlexanderG. Carey. Thefire originatedin acloset 
in the rear which was filled with cotton 
waste, and so rapidly spread that those on 
the floor were obliged to leave without se- 
euring their papers. There were stored in 
the building 560 bales of cotton belonging 
to the Bradley Fertilizer Company, of 
Boston; 700 belonging to the Chemical Company, of 
Baltimore; 200 to the Piedmont Guano Company, of 
Baltimore; 175 to the Baltimore Guano Compiuny; £8 
bales cotton and $300 worth of cotton waste 
to L. Baer & Co., 20 bales cotton and 40 of cotton 
duck to Charlies T. . Boehm, besides 75 
hogsheads of tobacco and 300 bags of 
rice belonging to Kinney Brothers. Much 
of the cotton is entirely destroyed and 
there is scarcely a bale that isnot charred. The 
present estimate of damage to the cotton is 50 
per cent., or about $43,000. The damage to all 
goods in store is estimated at $60,000, the 
insurance, as far as ascertained by. the Fire In- 
spector, is $59,000, principally in out of town 
offices, the names of whieh eannot be ascertained 
to-night. The damage tothe buiidings, which belong 
to the estate of the late Johns Hopkins is $10,000, 
said to be uninsured. The roof and upper floor of 
the building adjoining on Lombard-street, oceupied 
by Charles Banks, as a furniture warehouse, were 
partly destroyed,and his stock was damaged $3,000, 
which is covered by insurance. 


Fire broke out at noon yesterday in the St. 
Lawrence Hotel, Cape Vincent, J. McAllister, pro- 
prietor. The flames. fanned by a fresh breeze, 
spread rapidly, and before many moments the en- 
tire building was ablaze. There is no fire depart- 
ment in the village, and the spectators busied 
themselves saving the furniture of the house and 
the adjacent stores. The fire department in 
Watertown was appealed to for help and sent a 
steamer and a hose cart by aspecial train. Be- 
fore the fire was got under control half the busi- 
ness portion of the town was destroyed. Nine 
firms were burned out besides the hotel. The loss 
is over $100,000, and is mostly covered by insu- 
rance. The fire originated in a defective chimney. 
The St. Lawrence Hotel was a well-known Sum- 
mer resort, and was one of, the finest hotels along 
the St. Lawreneoe, with the exception of those at 
Alexandria Bay. 


An explosion occurred in the basement of 
the wholesale drug house of Meyer Brothers, on 
Delaware-street, near Sixth-street, in Kansas City, 
at about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and imme- 
diately the building was in flames. Owing tothe 
combustible character of the stoek the firemen 
could do no more than keep the fire within the limits 
of the walis of the building. The contents are 
nearly a total loss. The damage is estimated at 
over $200,000. The watchman of the building is 
reported missing. 


A fire started in the business portion of 
St. Paris, Ohio, yesterday morning, All the busi- 
ness houses on the main street were consumed 
except the bank. The goods placed on the street 
were burned. The fire is supposed to have been 
of incendiary origin. The loss was $140,000: insur- 
ance $40,000, mainly in the Phoenix, the Queen, and 
the Home, of New-York

THE KILLING OF BILL OWENS. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 28.—The killing of 
Bill Owens by Tom Wilson assumes a very ugly 
aspect. Wilson and Owens were half-brothers 
and were living with Mrs. Owens and 
Miss Owens. One nightashort time previous to 
the killing Mrs. Owens and her daughter were at a 
neighbor’s house, half a mile distant from home, to 
spend the night, but about 9 o’clock Mrs. Owens 
remembered that Owens was going  hunt- 
ing next morning, and she said she 
woula go home and cook something for 
him, and they opoth went. That night 
Owens entered the bedroom of his half sister and 
attempted toassault her. Wilson was absent from 
home, but when he returned he took his gun 
and going to the field where Owens was at 
work shot him down after a few words. 
Owens had been married only a few 
months previously to a woman to whom 
Wilson was also paying attention, Wilson has not 
yet given himself up. but his family and friends 
state that it is his intention to do so and stand his 
trial.

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HER OTHER BRAID GONE. 


ALLEGED REPETITION OF AN OUTRAGE 
WHICH 8O0ME PEOPLE DOUBT. 

Newport, R. 1, Nov. 28.—A colored girl 
named Burrell, daughter of C. S. Burrell, (colored,) 
while on her way home from school last Friday 
afternoon, was met by a ruffian, who placed one 
of his arms around her neck and with his disen- 
gaged hand cut off one of the braids of her hair. 
Yesterday Mr. Barrell, through the Daily News, 
offered a rewara of $50 for evidence leading to 
the detection of the perpetrator of the out- 
rage. This morning Mr. Burrell. when he 


called at the police station, where he is 
employed as janitor, made the startling 
statement that during the night his daughter's 
room had been entered, and that the remaining 
braid had been cut and laid by her side. The en- 
trance to the house was made through a window 
in the girl's room looking east, which Mr. Burtell 
found open at the top when he entered the room, 
which he always locks when his daughter retires. 
The front door was not locked until 1 o’clock, as 
Mr. Burrell was waiting for his lodgers. He got 
up at the hour named, and it may be possible, he 
says, the party had entered the house by the door, 
and was inside when he locked it, and that he 
made his exit through the window. -As the girl 
was not awakened Mr. Burrell intimates that 
chloroform was used. 

Mr. Burrell is anxious that the city officials 
should visit his house and examine the cirl and the 
premises. Heis naturally very much excited. It 
can be said that few Scape oped take any stock in 
Burreil’s story, especially its second edition. Many 
doubted the first outrage. but the second one finds 
but few who believe it. The authorities will thor- 
oughly investigate the case. Burrell has vainly

GEN. J. G. WILSON’S HOUSE ROBBED. 


THE THIEF ESCAPING BY LEVELING A RE- 
VOLVER AT GEN. WILSON’S HEAD. 


Gen. James Grant Wilson, the author, who 
has just returned from Europe, resides at No. 15 
East Seventy-fourth-street. The family finished 
dinner at 7:30 o’clock last evening, and Gen. Wilson 
went into the parlor to read. His daughter, whois 
12 years old, went up stairs to her room, which is 
on the third floor of the house. She found the 
door of her mother’s room, on the second floor, 


open, and this belng unusual she went in and 
saw that the drawers of a bureau were open and 
that empty jewel cases, some of which had been 
broken, littered the floor and the dressing-table. 
She ran down stairs, crying out ‘‘ Papa! papa! 
there are thieves in the house.” 

There was immediately a noise of hurried 
footsteps behind her, and asx the Gen- 
eral sprang to the door of the parlor 
8 slim man, with sallow complexion, 
appeared at tne head of the main stairs. He had 
a pistol in his hand and, seeing Gen. Wilson, he 
leveled it at him and as he ran swiftly down 
the stairs kept his eye on him and faced 
him while he undid the fastenings of 
the front doors. Gen. Wilson was unarmed 
and he was compelled to let the fellow open the 
doors and run down the high stoop. He followed 
in time to see aman on the opposite side of the 
street follow the man who escaped. and who ran 
toward Fifth-avenue. The confederate waited a 
few minutes onthe corner of Seventy-fourth-street 
and Fifth-avenue guarding the other's escape. 

The thief apparentiy,had climbed up the columns 
of the portico to the second floor, ovened a win- 
dow and sacked the place. In Mrs. Wilson’s room 
he stole a quantity of jewelry, including 
watches and diamonds, then came to Miss 
Wilson's room, where he obtained necklaces, 
breast-pins, a watch, and bracelets. He was 
there when Miss Wilson mada the outcry. 
Gen. Wilson said that among the jewelry stolen 
were many mementoes. The intrinsic value of his 
wife’s jewelry was about $1,000 and that of his 
daughter $300. The thief had prepared the Gen- 
eral’s best overcoat and some clothing for re- 


moval. 
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THE FIERY SUNSET REPEATED. 

The supply of sunsets of assorted sizes and 
colors, which are furnished to this locality, is run- 
ning short, and the Signal Service Bureau, in order 
to economize, has exhibited the same style 
for the last two nights. Close observers 


detected the imposition last evening as soon 
as the sunset was brought out. It .showed 
the effects of wear and its colors had lost somewhat 
of their vividness. Very many persons, ignorant 
of the device to which the Weather Bureau had re- 
sorted, were confident that it was an entirely new 
sunset, though its striking similarity to 
the one of the previous night had to 
be admitted. A great many others insisted 
that it was not a sunset at all, but a fire involving 
all of Northern New-Jersey and part of Staten 
Island. They accordingly gathered in large num- 
bers along the North Riverand at the Battery and 
watched the disvlay as long as it lasted. The sun- 
set exhibited last evening and the evening before 
is ono of a small lot warranted by one Loomis, 
who is considered by the Signal Service Bureau 
an authority in such matters, to appear only in 
moist or dusty weather. Yet everybody knows 
that neither of those conditions was present last 
evening or the evening before. The assistant at 
the Signal Service Station on the Equitable Build- 
ing said, last evening, that a new supply of sunsets 
of the usual variety, was on the way from ths 
West, accompanied by a cold wave, and that they 
would be ready for distribution to-day or to-mor- 


row. 
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TAR AND FEATHERS POSTPONED. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Nov. 28.—The public 
indignation against Truman J. Smith, the Water- 
town farmer, who assaulted his wife and broke 
her lez a month ago, having quarreled with her 
because their children were all girls, culminated 
last night in a visit to Smith’s house by 20 young 
men with tar and feathers. Smith warned them 
off, and, opening a window. fired into their midst, 
filling the back of Myron Hard with smail shot, 
producing a painful but not serious injury. Legal 
action against Smith, long demanded by public 
opinion, is expected to follow. .

SMALL-POX IN GADSDEN. 

NASHVILLE, Nov, 28.—Information was re- 
ceived by the State Board of Health to-day that 
there are 15 cases of small-pox at Gadsden, Crock- 
ett County. The informant also stated that, as the 
local authorities bad not taken the preeaution to 
prevent the spread of the disease, al! surrounding 
towns bad been quarantined.

+ HONORING DECEASED PASTORS. 
FINAL INTERMENT AND REQUIEM MASSES 
FOR DEAD CATHOLIO PRIESTS. 

The final interment of the remains of Fathers 
Lafont, Aubril, and Barbier, of the order of Fathers 
of Merey, will take place this morning, in the new 
stone and brick vault in the ground in the rear of 
ihe temporary structure known asthe Charch of 
St. Francis de Sales, in Broadway, in the outskirts 
of Brooklyn. Father Lafont was identified with 
the. establishment of achuroh for French Catho- 
fies in this City for many years, and through his 
pfforts the present Churoh of St. Vincent de Paul, 
in West Twenty-third-street, was erected and 
dedicated on Sunday, May 9, 1868, by Cardi. 
pal, then Archbishop, McCloskey. Father La- 
fort then established parochial schools and 


academies, and created also the French Or- 
pees Aeylum in West Thirty-ninth-street. His 
th finally gave way under his long missionary 
labors, and he died on Jan. 7, 1874, At the requiem 
Arebbishop assured the congregation ‘that 
ibey did not mourn alone; that the whole clerny 
of New-York and their chief Pastor mourned wit 
them for the loss of one whom he himself had ever 
thful and wise counselor, as a 
for his priests, as one who exhibited in his 
person the dignity of the true priest of God.” 
was succeeded oH the Rev. Edmond Aubril, 8S. 
P.M., who, after doing much good work, died 
May 28, 1881. The remains of the two priests were 
oaried in Calvary Cemetery, and they were = 
remeved tothe church in Brooklyn. The 
Rey. H. Barbier, S. P. M., died at the novitiate last 
sear, and his remains have also been placed in the 
chureh. At 10 o’elock this morning‘a solemn high 
of requiem will be celebrated by the Rev. E. 
H. Porelle. S. P. M., Rector, assisted by the Rev. 
3. S. Septier, S. P. M., as deacon, and the Rev. F. 
Martin, 8. P. M., as sub-deacon, The Very Rev. 
PF. A. Aigueperse, S. P. M., Provincial, many 
priests, and 30 students of the novitiate, will take 
partin the ceremonies. After the mass the re- 
ing will be placed in the vaults, each coffin being 
Sinesd in the tomb set -s for it, the choir mean- 
while singing a beautiful “ Miserere” of striking 
pinations and most moving harmonies.

FORGING A JUSTICE’S NAME. 
4 CASE COMES UP BEFORE MR. MURRAY IN 
WHICH HE IS INTERESTED. 

Police Justice Henry Murray is interested in 
fhe firm of H. & H. Murray, coke-dealers at No. 
603 West Forty-second-street. The firm has a con- 
tract with the Municipal Gas Company to remove 
coke and do other cartage, and every Friday an 
itemized account is sent to the chief engineer of 
the company for certification. On Saturdays a 
bill for the amount of the statement is sent to the 
office of the company at Fourth-avenue ana 
Twenty-sixth-street. Up to five weeks ago the

Justice Murray, on Tuesday, had "information 
which warranted the arrest of McEntee and an 
assoelate, John Mason. After McEntee bad been 
loeked up he sent for Justice Murray and made a 
confession. An ex-convict named Dillon had 
showed him a year ago how to defraud his employ- 
ers, and beawed him to’enterintothe scheme.

Friday night Oats, McEntee, and Mason entered

CAPT. WIiLLIAMS’S RELICS. 
LEATHER-8TOCKING’S RIFLE, FULTON’S 
SWIVEL GUN, AXD AN OLD SWORD. 


Police Captain Williams. the efficient regu- 
lator of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, has been pre- 
tented with atrio of American relics, upon which 
be places a high value, by Mr. Charles Swift, a 
venerable gentleman living in West Thirtieth- 
street. The relics are a long Spanish rifle, claimed 
to have been used by Shipman, the original 
of Natty Bumppo in Cooper's “ Leather-stock- 


mg Tales;” a swivel gun, once the prop- 
erty of Robert Fulton, and a sword 
worn by a Captain under the command of 
pepenee Washington. The rifle is seven feet in 
ne aged With a stock of Freneh walnut and a flint 
ock, which has been put in the gun since it was 
manufactured, and does not fit the aperture cut 
for the original lock. It is bound with brass, 
lavishly scrolled and ornamented, The rife, Mr. 
Swiftexplains in a note to Capt. Williams, was 
owned by Robert Swift Livingston a hundred 
ears ago, Who presented it to his son, Clarence 

ubert Livingston, who in turn gave itto Mr. Swift. 
The swivel gun ise ponderous weapon, about three 
feet in length, weighing over 30 pounds. Itisa 
fiimt-lock of 1 1-16 inch bore, and is brass mounted. 
It was used, Mr. Swift says, by Robert Fulton iu 
torpedo saporagene in 1811 and 1812. The sword 
is evidently of English manufacture, having a 
curiously engraved brass hilt, terminating in a head 
of the British lion. The blade is very slender and 
about three feet in length, and the sheath is of 
black leather, with a brass tip. The sword was 
nsed by Capt. B. Walton, of Bucks County, Penn., 
au officer during the Revolution under Washington. 
Shrough the “Pennsylvania Whisky Rebellion.” 
Mr. Swift, in the note accompanying the articl-s 
Presented to Cant. Williams. save: *' Having

HIS BODY FOUND 1N THE MORGUE. 


Milton J. Roberts, 4 man abont 40 years of 
age, who boarded at No. 13 Abingdon-square, was 
reported to the police yesterday morning as hav- 
ing been missing since Saturday last. The books 
at Folice Head-auarters were searched, but no 
record of the missing man was found. A brother 
of Roberts was advised to inquire at the hospitals 
for his brother, and on going to Bellevue he dis- 


covered his dead body at the Morgue. Roberts 
had been found unconscious at Seventeenth-street 
and First-avenue on Saturday evening at about 7 
o’clock and had been taken to the hospital. He 
had asevere scalp wound and there was also a 
bruise of the right eye, which was swolien and 
discolored. It was supposed that he had received 
the injuries ia a fall on the sidewalk. On Tuesday 
he recovered conseiousness sufficiently te give his 
name and addresy. He died yesterday morning. 

The brother of Roberts said that the dead man 
bad been a clerk. but, owing to ill-health, he had 
not been engaged in auy centinuous employment 
for several months past. He had served as a Lieu- 
tenant in the regular army during the war. He. 
was twice wounded in the right thigh, which re- 
sulted in permanent disability, and he was placed 
on the pension list. A year ago he came to 
this City from Washington and took lodg- 
ings at the Abingdonm-square house, He was 
lamed by the wound in the thigh, which re- 
sulted in making the right leg shorter 
than the left. His sufferings from the wound 
were intense, and his health became _ so0° 
baa that on Saturday afternoon a brother 
accompanied him to the office of a physician in 
Twenty-third-street, who carefully examined him. 
The doctor told the brother tnat Milton was liable 
to drop dead ia the street atany moment. After 
leaving the house of the physician the two broth- 
ers walked to Twenty-third-street and Third-ave- 
nue, where they parted at about 6 o’cloek. An 
hour and a half later Milton was found uncon- 
scious on the sidewalk at Seventeenth-street and 
First-avenue and taken to the hospital. 

The case bas been refrrred to the Coroners, and 
a@ pést-mortem examination will be made to ascer- 
tain the eause of death. A brother of the dead 
man, Eugene Roberts, is employed in the publish- 
ing-house of Harper Brothers, and he and another 
brother live in comfortable circumstances in 
Brooklyn. Milton did not agree well with his 
brothers and preferred to live alone instead of 


with his family.

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FORTUNES OF THE STRIKERS. 


CIGAR-BOX MAKERS SURRENDER TO THEIR 
EMPLOYES—THE CARPET WEAVERS. 

After vainly struggling for three weeks to 
maintain their strike against the bosses, the cigar- 
box makers surrendered unconditionally yesterday 
morning. This strike was not against a reduction 
nor for an advance of wages, but wasa direct issue 
between the men and the bosses whether the 
union would be reeognized or not. The bosses re- 
fused the recognition, and the contest began with 
a complete shut-down, over a_ thousand 
hands going out, For a few days aill 
the strikers remained steadfast, but with 
the dreary outlook of no work through the 
Winter many returned to work. Strangers from 
country towns applied for their work. Their funds 
wera at low water mark, and no prospect of re- 


plenishing them, as the men when at work only 
averaged $7 per week. Almost 500 remained faith- 
ful to their compact until yesterday, when the Ex- 
ecutive Committee made the capitulation. The 
strikers divorce themselves from all unions and go 
to work at terms dictated by the bosses. The em- 
ployes who returned previous to yesterday have 
been cut down $1 and $2a week, the ringleaders 
are discharged and blacklisted by all cigar-box 
firms, and 200 men who are yet out will know on 
Monday night whether they can go back to work 
or not. 

The striking carpet weavers of Higgins's carpet 
factory met yesterday morning at Wendel's As- 
sembly Rooms, in West Forty-fourth-street. Let- 
ters were read from Worcester and Lowell, Mass., 
stating that the wages of the carpet weavers there 
were $4 and $5 more per week than those of the 
weavers in this City. Higgins, it was said, was 
much embarrassed because he was unabie to fill 
his contracts for carpets. The strikers declared 
their intentions to stand out. Toa Times reporter 
Mr. Higgins said he had been paying higher wages 
than any other carpet manufacturing firm in the 
country. The statement about his inability to fill 
his contracts were nonsensical. He was not par- 
ticularly anxious for his people to return to work 
very soon.
